PLANS DISMISSAL 
FOR H. L. WILSON 


President Contemplates Sum- 
mary Punishment of Envoy’s 
Criticism of England. 


FOREIGN OFFICE ATTACKED 


Ambassador Denies Its State- 
ment That Recognition Fol- 
' lowed His Speech to Huerta. 


EVENTS NEAR IN MEXICO 


important Developments Expected 
There To-day—Lind Moves 
Into Embassy.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18. — President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan contem- 
plated to-night the possibility of imme- 
diate acceptance of the resignation of 
the United States Ambassador to Mex- 
ico, as a result of what they were dis- 
posed to construe as an affront to the 
British Government contained in formal 
comments made by him. 

Henry Lane Wilson, whose resigna- 


tion as Ambassador to Mexico was ac- 
cepted recently to take effect Oct. 14, 
issued a reply to-day attacking the re- 
ported statement of the British Foreign 
Office that recognition of the Huerta 
Government had been extended by Eng- 
land after he made “a congratulatory 
speech’ to the Provisional President of 
Mexico. 

President Wilson read the Ambassa- 
dor’s statemen. and was so incensed at 
its tone and contents that he promptly 
requested Seeretary Bryan to ascertain 
through the British Embassy 
whether the utterance of the British For- 
eign Office as reported was correct, and 
to-night the dismissal of Ambassador 
Wilson by acceptance of his resignation 
to make it take effect immediately was 
under consideration by the Administra- 
tion. 

Will Take Up Case To-day. 

Secretary Bryan and President Wil- 
gon to-morrow will discuss the reported 
statement of the British Foreign Office, 
which said that Great Britain recog- 
nized the Huerta Government only pro- 
visionally, pending an election, and 
pointed out that Great Britain, France, 
and Germany had accorded recognition 
after ‘a congratulatory speech’’ to 
President Huerta by Ambassador Henry 
Lane Wilson, dean of the Diplomatic 
Corps in Mexico City. 

The official interpretation of the Brit- 
ish statement, which is credited by 
Administration officials, though they 
now will formally inquire into its au- 
tnenticity, has been that Great Britain 
had expected the United States also to 
recognize the Huerta Government be- 
cause Ambassador Wilson had read the 
speech. 

Ambassador Wilson’s views are known 
at the British Foreign Office to be 
at variance with those of the Washing- 
ton Administration, but President Wil- 
son is said to be disposed not to permit 
any attacks on the British Government 
from an official of the United States, 
which Ambassador Wilson would con- 
tinue to be until October. 


Take Exception to Remark. 


Administration officials took particu- 
lar exception to the Ambassador's re- 
mark, ‘‘If this statement really em- 
anated from the British Foreign Offios, 
it is at variance with its traditions and 


with the character which it has main- 
tained before the world for two cen- 


turies.’’ 

It was pointed out that should the 
British Government’s statement prove 
authentic, whicn is believed here to be 
the case, the American Government 
would pe in the embarrassing position 
of maintaining an official who had crit- 
feised a friendly nation. 

Disapprova] also was voiced in Admin- 
istration circles of the Ambassador's 
reference to the recognition of the 
Huerta Administration by European 
Governments “after waiting vainly for 
the recognition of the Government of the 
United States, which they universally 
thought should be accorded.”’ 

Official notice had not been taken of 
the Ambassador’s eriticism of the 
American Government’s policy as ex- 
pressed in published interviews, but to- 
night Secretary Bryan decided to in- 
quire of Ambassador Wilson, who is 
now in Washington, whether he had 
authorized the statement given to the 
newspapers by him.

| TWO CANCER DISCOVERIES. 


Diagnosis Method Found in France, 
Alleged Cure in Tasmania. 
| Special Cable to THE New York TIMES 
PARIS, Thursday, Aug. 14,.—The 
| reported discovery of a simple method 
‘of diagnosing -cancer, which has 
| hitherto been impossible to detect at 
an early stage of the disease, receives 
prominence in this morning’s papers. 

A French doctor named Robinson, 
who discovered the method, describes 
it in a paper communicated to the 
Academy of Medicine. When cancer 
is. suspected the patient’s temperature 
is taken daily. If it remains normal 
the patient receives an injection of a 
certain solution. 

The temperature is then taken every 
three hours. If the patient is suffer- 
ing from a cancerous affection his 
temperature will rise from half to one 
degree during the day. If he is suf- 
fering from any other disease or is 
healthy his temperature will remain 
stationary. 

It is stated that cancer has already 
been diagnosed in several Paris hos- 
pitals in this way, and experiments 
are being made in Italy and Spain.

EIGHT ARTICLES OF IMPEACHMENT AGAINST GOV. SULZER. 


The Committee’s Message. 
“Mr. President,’’ said Chairman Van

Senator Brown’s Warning. 


As, the Senate session was drawing, 
to a close Senator Elon R. Brown,

that he intended to retain his office in 

spite of the impeachment. Senator 
rown said: 

I ask unanimous consent to call the 
atention of the Senate to a matter 
which I consider of great public im- 

ortance at this time. Article 138, 
ection 6, of the Constitution, pro- 
vides that the Assembly shall have 
the power of impeachment by a vote 
of the majority of all the members 
elected. Article 6, Section 4, provides 
that in case of the impeachment of 
the Governor or his removal from 
office, inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of the said office, 
resignation or absence from the 
State, the powers and duties of the 
office shall devolve upon the Lieu- 
tenant Governor for the residue of 
the term or until the*disability shall 
cease. 
For hundreds of years the meaning 
of impeachment has been well settled 
and understood. Impeachment con- 
sists in the action taken by the 
Assembly, together with a presen- 
tation of the charges or articles ot 
Impeachment to the Senate. It is 
doubtful if the presentation of those 
charges is essential to the impeach- 
ment itself, as deschribed in the sec- 
tion which I have ‘ust read. 

It is now reported about the Capitol 
that the Governor will refuse to rec- 
ognize that the provisions of Section

Asleep in Their Chairs. 


Many members had been slumbering 
in their seats during the tedious hours 
of the prolonged debate. Others, buoyed 
no longer by the excitement attendant 
upon the expectation of a roll call on the 
impeachment resolution, leaned back in 
their chairs and closed their eyes. There 
were audible sounds of deep and labored 
breathing from somé of the members. 
Speaker Smith, leaning forward, swept 
with his eyes rows of men with their 
heads thrust down on their bosoms and 


thelr eyes closed. 

“A number of the members, I take 
ft, are asleep in their chairs,’’ he 
thundered, bringing his gavel down with 
a resounding thump on his desk. ‘‘ Mem- 
bers will please answer when their 
names are called.” 

More whacks of the gavel on the 
Speaker’s desk, reinforced by thumping 
by newly-awakened members on their 
desks, aroused the sleepers, and the 
Assembly took up the next matter on 
the schedule of unfinished business— 
the Blauvelt short election bill. 

Then the Assembly, at 7:30 A. M., 
adjourned to meet again at 11 o’clock.

Frawley in Senate Denies Report 


That He Appealed to Sulzer 
for Protection.

ALBANY, Sug. 18.—From a high au- 


thority Tue New York Ties corre- 


spondent learned to-night the purpose of 
Senator Frawley’s visit to Gov. Sulzer 
yesterday. 

It was Mr. Sulzer himself who sought 
the conference with the Chairman of 
the commitice which nad laid the foun- 


dation for the impeachment. Mr, Sul- 


zer was in quest of information. 

Gov. Sulzer, it was said, told Senator 
Frawley that he had been forced into 
his fight with the organization by well- 
meaning but ill-advised counselors, 
who since then had deserted him in 


they in part at 
least were responsible. Mr. Sulzer is 
said to have told Senator Frawley that 
he never intended to carry his fight 
on the organization as far as it had 
been carried, and that circumstances 
which he could not control were re- 
sponsible for the crisis which had 
arisen. The Governor then appealed to 
the Senator to do what he could to 
avert the scandal that would follow 
the finding of an impeachment 
Senator Frawley told the Governor 
that he thoroughly sympathized with 
him in the difficult situation which con- 
fronted him, but that the thing had 
@one so far that he was powerless. 
“Then I will tell you, Senator Fraw- 
ley,’”’ the Governor is quoted as having 


said, with considerabie warmth, “if 
rou do this thing there will be a revo- 
ution in this State within forty-eight 
hours. The people elected me Governor, 
and they won’t stand for Tammany 
Hall removing me.’’ "i 

Senator Frawley again tried to assure 
the Governor that he felt sorry, but that 
nothing could be done and that the ma- 
chinery set in motion for deposing him 
from his high office would move irre- 
er until the grist had been deliv- 
ered. 


Frawley’s Own Explanation. 


After the impeachment ceremonies in 
the Senate to-day Mr. Frawley arose to 
& question of personal privilege, and, 
waving a copy of The New York World 
in his hands, entered a vigorous protest 
against an article printed this morning 
in which it was asserted that Senator 
Frawley had called upon Gov. Sulzer 
yesterday afternoon to seek his protec- 
tion against threatened prosecution. 

“Yes, I visited Sulzer yesterday,” said 
Senator Frawley, ‘‘and will visit Gov. 
Sulzer every day that 'ne is here and I 
am here. My visit yesterday was pure- 
ly out of friendship. My friendship for 
Gov. Sulzer has not changed one iota 
even in his darkest moments. I had a 
duty to perform to my colleagues in 
the Legislature and that is what ths 
committee attempted to do, to be emi- 
nently fair in every respect, and I feel 
— they have carried it out to tne let- 
er. 

‘‘Now, as far as myself appealing to 
anybody for protection or for the hiding 
of anything which has occurred during 
my legislative career, let me state now 
that I have no fears whether from Gov. 
Sulzer, Mr. Hennessy, or any other man 
in this State. 

“I think some time ago, Mr. Presi- 
dent, that a similar misstatement was 
made in reference to my appearing be- 
fore the Governor, and asking him to 
protect me. Now, I don’t make that re- 
quest—I didn’t make that request then 
nor do TI now. I state to the members of 
this Senate that I have no fear from 
anybody within the confines of this 
State or any other State as to my ca- 
reer in the legislative halls in the State 
of New York. 

“I just simplv want to call to the 
attention, Mr. President, of the mem- 
bers of the Senate and the newspapers 
that this statement, not made direct to 
me, making the attack, but by innuendo, 
that I made an appeal, that I called yes- 
terday on the Governor to make a per- 
sonal appeal to save me—that is an ab- 
solute untruth,”’ 


More Sensations Coming. 


It was learned to-night after a con- 
ference between Senator Frawley and 
Eugene Lamb Richards, counsel for the 
Frawley Committee, that the work of | 
investigating the Sulzer campaign fund | 
and the Governor's alleged speculation 
venture would be resumed before many 
days.

FIRST IMPEACHMENT HERE. 


Sulzer the Only New York Governor 
Ever Thus Arraigned. 


While the Governors of seven other 
States have been impeached, and two of 
them found guilty, William Sulzer ts the 
first Chief Executive of New York State 
ever called upon to defend charges aim- 
ing at his removal. One President of 
the United States, Andrew Johnson, hag 
been called upon then to defend himself 

The charge against Johnson was usur- 
pation of the law, corrupt use of the 
veto power, interference at  clections, 
and high crimes and misdemeanors. The 
trial continued from March 380 to May 
26, 1868, and the verdict was an acquit- 
tal, the vote being: Guilty, 35; not 
guilty, 19. 

Here is a list of the Governors im- 
peached and the date of their trials: 
Charles Robinson of Kansas, 1862; Har- 
rison Reed of Florida, 1868; William W. 
Holden of North Carolina, 1870; Powell 
Clayton of Arkansas, 1871; David But- 
ler of Nebraska, 1871; Henry C. War- 
moth of Louisiana. 1872; and Adelbert 
Ames. of Mississippi, 1876. Butler of 
Nebraska and Holden of North Carolina 


were found guilty. The others were ac- 
quitted, 

The first impeachment case on rec- 
ord in this country was in 1797, when 
William Blount, a Senator from Ten- 
nessee, was brought to trial on the 
charge of inciting the Indians of Louisi- 
ana against the Spaniards, and of try- 
ing to create disaffection among the 
Indians toward the United States. 
Blount flatly refused to appear before 
the tribunal, alleging that the Court of 
Impeachment had no jurisdiction. He 
was acquitted. 

Next came the case of John Picker- 
ing, a Judge of the United States Dis- 
trict Court for New Hampshire, who 
was impeached in 1803 for drunkenness. 
The trial continued from March 8 to 
March 12, 1803, and Pickering was 
found guilty and removed from office. 

In 1805 Supreme Court Justice Samuel 
Chase was tried on the charge of abuse 
of power, and acquitted. 

Judge James P. Peck of the United 
States District Court of Missouri was 
impeached in 1830 for tyrannous treat- 
ment of counsel. He was acquitted. 

District Court Judge West Hum- 
phreys of Tennessee. became a Judge 
of the Confederate States in 1862, and 
was removed from the bench on a 
charge of conspiracy. 

The case of William W. Belknap, 
Secretary of War in 1876, was a sen- 
sational one. He was charged with ac- 
cepting bribes, but was acquitted. 

In 1904 District Court Judge Charles 
Swayne of Florida was tried and found 
not guilty on the charge of falsifying 
“expense accounts. 

A more recent case was that of Judge 
Robert. W. Archbald, who ap Jan. 13 
of this year was found guilty -by the 
Senate sitting as a Court of Impeach- 
ment, and removed from office. ~Arch-

On the third day after his inaugura- 
tion Gov. Sulzer when asked by the 
newspaper correspondents whether he 
had received the ‘O. K.” of Charles F. 
Murphy said that he would settle that 
question once and for all by asserting 
that he was the Democratic leader of 
the State. He invited any Democrat 
who desired to challenge his assertion 
to come out in the open, . 

Trouble between the Governor and 
the leader of Tammany began when 
Gov.

GLYNN HAS MANY FRIENDS. 


Lieutenant Governor Popular Among 
All Kinds of Politicians. 


Lieut. Gov. Martin H. Glynn was 
seriously considered as a .candidate for 
Gevernor at the Syracuse Convention 
last Fall. However, he became ‘l'em- 
porary Chairman of the convention 
which selected him as a running mate 
for Sulzer. 

Lieut. | x0Vv, Glynn is called a “ little 
man with a big personality,” for his 
good humor and his record as a public 


| official have won him many friends and 
| Supporters 


among all classes of poli- 
ticilans. Mr. Glynn, on assuming office, 
undertook to co-operate with Gov. 
Sulzer, but it became apparent soon that 
the two men off:cially, as well as so- 
cially, had very little in common. It is 
said that when Gov. Sulzer vetoed the 
Hydro-Electric bill, in which Mr. Glynn 
was interested, that hastened the Iyieu- 
tenant Governor to the conclusion that 
his relations with the Governor were in- 
compatible. 

Martin H. Glynn was born in Kinder- 
heok, Columbia County, N. Y.. Sept. 17, 
1871. He received his education in the 
public schools, and while still a student, 
took a position as assistant bookkeeper 
in a cotton mill. He was graduated 


| with honor from Fordham University in 
|} 1894, and following his graduation be- 


gan his career as a newspaper man on 
the staff of The Times-Union in Albany. 
Later he became managing editor of that 
newspaper, and spent his leisure hours 
in the study of law. He is now editor 
and proprietor of The Times-Union. 

In 1897, Mr. Glynn was admitted to 
the bar, and the following year he was 
elected to Congress, where he served 
two terms. He was appointed by Presi- 
dent McKinley a member of the Louis- 
jana Purchase Exposition Commission 
and subsequently was elected its vice 
president. 

The nomination for Controller of the 
State was given to Mr. Glynn by _both 
the Democratic party and the Inde- 
pendence League, and notwithstanding 
the fact that Charles E. Hughes, the 
successful candidate for Governor, was 
a Republican, he was elected, and was 
controller from 1906 to 1908. 

In the race for Lieutenant Governor, 
Mr. Glynn defeated ‘“ Jim ’’ Wadsworth, 
the Republican candidate. By virtue of 
his office he became the presiding of- 
ficer of the Senate, with the power of 
naming committees. In exercising that 
prerogative he was not long in opposing 
the wishes of Tammany, when Stephea 
J. Stilwell of the Bronx, now a prisoner 
in Sing Sing, following his conviction 
on a charge of soliciting a bribe, was 
proposed as Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee. Instead he appointed Sena- 
tor John F Murtaugh of Elmira, to 
head that committee. Generally it is 
acreed that the Senate, under his direc- 
tion, has proceeded with its business 
with regularity and good feeling. 

The Albany newspaper correspondents, 
in their burlesque Legislative “ Red 
Book’? have made some very interest- 
ing personal observations about Martin 
H. Glynn, having collaborated on the 
following hiographical sketch: 

Martin Glynn is the man who signs let- 
ters when ‘Gov. Sulzer is out of the State. 
He is also the man who says “ Sh—h!” 
when any one breathes heavily in the Sen- 
ate Chamber. Once Tammany. Boss Mur- 
phy said ‘“ Sh—h!” and Mr. Glynn defied 
him by appointing fourteen Tammany men 
and one Independent Democrat on the Ju- 
diciary.

DEUEL WARNED THE POLICE.

Threatened Them with Arrest if

Magistrate Deuel in the West Side 
Court yesterday announced that he 
would issue warrants for the arrest of

Crazy views are attributed to the 
impeached Governor of New York and 
the men who are advising him. It is 
asserted, for example, that ‘‘ the Gov- 
ernor’s office is a Constitutional one 
and cannot be vacated by the Legis- 
lature.’’ 

It is a Constitutional office and it 
can be and is temporarily vacated, so 


far as Mr. Sulzer is concerned, by the 
Constitution. 

Gov. Sulzer was impeached yester- 
day and the powers and duties of the 
office of Governor immediately and 
automatically devolved upon the 
Lieutenant Governor, the Horn Mar- 
tin H. Glynn. The disability of Mr. 
Sulzer for exercising the powers and 
duties of the office of Governor can- 
not cease until he shall have been 
acquitted on the trial of his im- 
peachment. 

We do not agree with the view at- 
tributed to the Hon. Aaron J. Levy in 
the dispatches, namely, that Lieut. 
Gov.’ Glynn ‘‘ automatically becomes 
Gevernor’’ by the impeachment of 
Gov. Sulzer. The powers and duties 
of the office pass to the Lieutenant 
Governor, but not the title. Mr. Glynn 
is still the Lieutenant Governor, con- 
stitutionally exercising the powers and 
duties of the office of Governor while 
Mr. Sulzer is under impeachment, just 
as _he,would exercise those powers 
and duties if Mr. Sulzer were absent 
from the State or temporarily the in- 
mate of an asylum. The distinction, 
however, is of no great practical or 
political importance. 


Courts, Not Militia, Must Decide.

Gov. Sulzer, having been impeached, 
continues to regard himself as Gov- 
ernor. His belligerent friends threaten 
to have the National Guard called out 
to retain him in the Executive office. 
Lieut. Gov. Glynn commendably has 
made no effort to seize control, and 
promises to make none, of the ma- 
chinery of government by force. 

The general provisions of the State 
Constitution contained in Article VI., 
Section 13, are perfectly plain. 

As the section says that only judicial 
officers shall be deprived of their 


functions while awaiting trial under 
impeachment, {t clearly means that no 
other officers shall suffer that disa- 
bility. And it is in accordance with 
the Federal Constitution, upon which 
State Constitutions are modeled, not 
to suspend executives when under im- 
peachment. Andrew Johnson acted as 
President while being tried by the 
Senate. 

With common sense against the sus- 
pension of the Governor during trial, 
with the general provisions of the 
Constitution regarding impeachment 
distinctiy implying that the Governor 
should not be suspended, it seems 
hardly likely that the courts would 
hold that the Lieutenant Governor 
took office before the conviction of 
the Governor under impeachment. The 
question may be easily brought be- 
fore them, however, and should be 
settled as promptly as possible. The

FORTS AT WU-SUNG 
YIELDED BY REBELS 


Leaders Escape—Independence 
Again Proclaimed in Nan- 
king After Fighting. 


ASSASSINS SEEK SUN’S LIFE

President Yuan Sald to Have Sent 
106. Men to Japan to Kill Rev- 
olutionary Fugitives There. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 18.—The Wu-Sung 
forts, which for some time had been in 
the hands of the rebels, surrendered to- 
day to. the. Government troops. 

The negotiations for the surrender 
were made through Dr. Cox of the Red 
Cross. . The commander of the forts 
asked for guarantees for the safety 
of the rebel officers and a payment of 
money to enable the troops to return 
to their homes. He requested no terms 
for himself or for Gen, Cheng Chi-men. 

The Admiral of the blockading war- 
ships accepted the terms, but when 
Dr. Cox returned for Gen. Cheng Chi- 
men most of:the rebel officers and 1,500 
of their men had decamped. 

According to. Chinese reports, $75,000 
was paid to induce the forts to sur- 
render. 

The Times’s Peking correspondent 
describes the Chinese revolutionary sit- 
uation as most unsatisfactory. He says 
that the -unspeakable slowness and 
clumsiness of the Northern troops have 


a. a premium on sporadic outbursts 
n défiance of the central Government, 
and that mobedy is able to tell what is 
going on in the Province of Sze-Chuen 
ehinpd the broken communications. 

‘““The 25,000 Hunanese rebels,’’ the 
correspondent adds, ‘‘ are mostly a mob 
of untrained and unequipped recruits, 
short of ammunition and negligible as 
an army, but their moral effect on the 
loyal, Wu-Chang army may be disquiet- 


ing. 

“The Government has ordered the 
withdrawal of a third division of troops 
from Mongolia for. operation against 
the Hunan rebels. 

“The neglect of the Government to 
take advantage of its early successes 
has encouraged revolt at new points and 
created a chaotic situation.’’ 


NANKING, Aug. 13.—The Southern- 


ers in this city to-day for the third time} 


proclaimed their independence of the 
Peking Government, and rebel flags are 
again flying outside the Governor’s of- 
ficial residence. 

The new eecession was preceded by 
sharp fighting for two nights between 


the First and Eighth Divisions of the 
troops, the Eighth having declared for 
the Government. ‘There was a vast ex- 
penditure of ammunition, fut little loss 
of life. The fighting ended when the 
Eighth Division consented to throw in 
its lot with the rebels. 

The famous Lion and Tiger Hill forts 
and the troops at Hsia-Kwan, a suburb 
between Nanking and the Yang-tse 
River, are reported to favor the Govern- 
ment, while thousands of Government 
troops are massing at Pukow, just 
across the river from this city. 

Hok An-min, formerly editor of The 
Shanghai Min Li Pao, has assumed the 
Governorship without opposition. 

Fear prevails among the civilians that 
the Southerners, seeing the hopelessness 
of the struggle, may pillage the city 
prior to taking flight. They hold the 
10rts commanding the approaches to 
Nanking, but it is belleved that they 
willbe unable to hold out very long 
owl to the disorganization among thé 
troops and the lack of capable leaders. 

HANKOW, Aug. 13.—It fs reported 
that. 25,000 rebels from the province of 
Hu-Nan have crossed the border into 
the Province of Hu-Pé and defeated a 
small force of loyalists. It is said to be 
thelr intention to capture Hankow and 
afterward to move against Peking. 

Northern troops with artillery have 
left here to intercept the rebels, and it 
is believed they will easily rout them. 


TOKIO, Aug. 13.—One hundred assas- 
sins are reported by Japanese news- 
papérs to have been sent to Japan to 
kill Dr. Sun Yat-sen, Huang-sing, and 
other Chinese revolutionary fugitives by 
Provisional President Yuan Shth-kai. 

The Japanese Government, in conse- 
quence of these reports, has arranged 
to give police protection to the leaders 
of the Chinese revolution who have 
sought asylum in Japan. It declares, 
however, that it will not permit Japan 
to be used as headquarters for Chinese 
plotters.

arrest of 2,478, while the financial loss- 
es to workmen and employers amount 
to several million dollars. 

All the workmen presented themselves 
at the factories here this morning, but 
tne transport workers still remain out. 
At some of the factories the employers 
told the men they could not resume 
work until Monday, as the furnaces had 
to be relighted.

PARIS, Aug. 13,—Armand Deper- 
dussin, the builder of aeroplanes, who 
is in custody on charges of fraud in- 
volving millions of dollars in connec- 
tion with his financial operations in 
silk, made an eloquent appeal to the 
Tribunal of Commerce here to-day 
not to adjudge him a bankrupt.

POWERS SCARE EACH OTHER 


Feverish Rivalry In Expenditure in 
France, Germany, and Russia 
Cause of Money Stringency.

LONDON, Aug. 18,—A striking 
speech was made by Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Lloyd George in the House

expenditure. He was afraid it would 
end in a great disaster. He would 
not say the disaster would be in this 
country, but it would come. He did 
not suppose there would be a revolu- 
tion in-any country because the Gov- 
ernment was spending money on ar- 
mamients, but the consequences would 
be such that the people would be 
goaded into some form of revolution- 
ary protest. 

Nothing, said the Chancellor, had 
done more to create money stringency 
and arrest new orders than not alone 
the war in the Near East, but the 
sudden feverish rivalry in the ex- 
penditure on armaments in France, 
Germany, and Russia. With every 
additional pound spent on armaments 
¢redit was destroyed, with the confi- 


dence which created the activity and 
energy of commerce. 

When, said Mr. Lloyd George, they 
spent money on social reform they 
were improving the health and effi- 
ciency of the people as machines; 
they were making better men.

That Great Britain was moved to recog- 
nition by its desire- to assist in the resto- 
ration of order {s most likely true, and I 
believe this factor was the determining 
one with all Governments which followed 
the example of Great Britain, though most 
of.them recognized the Mexican Provisional 
Government at a much later date. 

The action of the Government of Great 
Britain was not in the slightest degree 
affected by the so-called congratulatory 
speech made by me on behalf of the 
Diplomatic Corps. This address was not 
drawn by me, but by the Spanish and 
British Ministers at the request of the 
entire resident Diplomatic Corps. I pur- 
posely declined responsibility for the word- 
ing, and in the form in which it finally 
appeared it was the expression of the 
views of the entire Diplomatic Corps, rep- 
resenting Governments which had none of 
them at that time recognized the Pro- 
visional Government, 

For more than a month after this re- 
ception, the British Government maintained 
an attitude of hostility toward the Gov- 
ernment of Gen. Huerta, and when final 
recognition was accorded {it came as tho 
result of a complete reversal] of policy. The* 
Governments of the other European pow- 
ers recognized the Mexican Provisional 
Government some time after the recognition 
of Great: Britain was given, after waiting 
vainty for the recognition of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, which they 
universally thought should be accorded.

Europe Will Not Meddle.

MEXICO CITY EXPECTANT. 


Important Developments Possibly 
To-day—Lind in Embassy. 
Special Cable to Ton NEw YorxK TIMBS. 

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 13.—Authori- 
tative statements were made to-night 
that important developments in the 
efforts of John Lind, personal repre- 
sentative of President Wilson, toward 
restoration of peace in Mexico would 
probably take place in this city to- 
morrow. No intimation as to the 
nature of the expected developments 
was given. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lind moved from their 
hotel to their new quarters in the 
United States Embassy this evening. 
They did so at the request of Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

The fact that the move was made 
at this time because Mr. Wilson 
wished it to be done gave rise to a 
rumor that Mr. Lind was directed to 
establish himself in the Embassy be- 
cause the Washington Administration 
feared that impending action would 
precipitate disorders in other parts of 
the city. 

Emphatic denial of that rumor was 
made by the Mexican officials. It was 
stated positively by Gen. Huerta’s rep- 
resentatives that full protection would 
be given to President Wilson’s emis- 
sary and Mrs. Lind. 

Rooms in the American Embassy 
| had been prepared for Mr. and Mrs. 
Lind under the supervision of Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, the Chargé d’Affaires. 

There was no other actual develop- 
ment in the Mexican situation to-day, 
but reports were current here that 
European pressure was being brought 
to bear on the Wilson Administration 
in favor of recognition of the Huerta 
Government on the part of the United 
States. 

It is evident that the feeling in this

informed of what was going on, and that 
the President had expressed a desire to 
learn what Dr. Hale had to impart. 
That explanation was official in the 
sense that it came from one of the high- 
est officers of the Government. 

Little doubt is felt, however, by those 
who have made close inquiry that al- 
though Dr. Hale does not bear the 
commission of the President or a war- 
rant from the State Department, he 
occupies in lesser degree the same status 
as John Lind, the President’s special 
representative, with the difference that 
Mr. Lind has power to act through 
the medium of the American Embassy 
and Dr. Hale has not. Dr. Hale was 
in Mexico City when Henry Lane Wil- 
son was there as the American Ambas- 
sador. The general belief among of- 
ficials here that it was Dr. Hale’s mis- 
sion to “‘check up”’ on the Ambassador 
is said to have embarrassed Mr. Wil- 
son greatly. 

A report that has reached Washington 
from Mexico City runs that Dr. Hale is 
in possession of a copy of the State De- 
partment’s secret cipher code book. Such 
books are intrusted only to diplomatic 
officers or in some cases to Consular 
officers. There is evidence indicating 
that Reginald Francisco Del Valle, who 
was in Mexico for a month prior to the 
departure of Ambassador Wilson, used 
a secret code book to communicate with 
the State Department. 

Reports reached here when Mr. Del 
Valle was in Mexico that he had been 
sent there as a special Commsisioner 
of this Government. The explanation 
of his visit &iven in official circles here 
was that ‘ne was sending communica- 
tions indirectly to President Wilson, but 
that*he had no official connection with 
the Government and was not serving 
under orders. It has come to be under- 
stood recently, however, that Mr. Del 
Valle ,went to Mexico by Secretar 
Bryan’s authority and that he made of- 
ficial reports to Mr. Bryan in regard 
to the Mexico situation, In view of 
this, tnere is a disposition to believe 
that Dr. Hale is in Mexico on a similar 
mission.

Dougherty Seeks Eight Persons 
for Details of Death of Ef- 
feminate Milliner. 


LEFT HIS POWDER PUFF 


But Slayers of Toronto Merchant 
Took His Valuables After De- 
coying Him to Thelr Room, 


Becond Deputy Poiice Commissioner 
Dougherty took charge yesterday of the 
case of Wililam Grieve Martin, the 
proprietor of a millinery establishment 
at 75% Carlton Street, in Toronto, Can- 
ada, whose body was found partly 
clad on a bed in a rear 100m on the 
first floor of 453 West Fifty-seventh 
Street by Theodore Jones, proprietor of 
the house, on Tuesday night. Com- 
missioner Dougherty’s investigations 
led him to believe that the conclusion 
of. the police, arrived at after the dis- 
covery of the murder, that Martin had 
been decoyed to the room in which his 
body was found by a woman and mur- 
dered and robbed there, was correct. 
He made many trips throughout the 
day to the furnished room house where 
the murder occurred, 
a dozen persons who he thought might 
be able to throw some light on the 
identity and whereabouts of the per- 
sons who occupied the room last where 
the body was found. 

The detectives are searching the city 
for eight persons, four of whom they 
suspect of having some connection with 
the events leading up to the murder, if 
not with the murder itself. These four 
are a young man and woman who called 
themselves Mr. and Mrs. Johnson, who 
lived in the room in which the mur- 
dered milliner was found from Monday, 
Aug. 4, until the day of the murder; 
another man by the name of Johnson, 
said to be a brother of the young wo- 
man’s alleged husband, who called at 


the furnished room house with the| husband, came later in the day. 
young woman on Aug. 4 to engage the| and Mrs. 


room, and a third young man described 
as ‘‘tough” in appearance, who was 
the last person seen by the landlady in 


the room before the murder. 


Seek Missing Tenants. 


The police would also like to know the 
whereabouts of a woman whose name is 
not known, who called on the Johnsons 
with a little girl 4 or 5 years old and 
who, they think, may know where the 
Johnsons can be found. They would 
also like to find a Mr. and Mrs, Rose 
who occupied the same room last Win- 


ter and who are said to know the John- 
sons. 

The eighth person for whom the de- 
tectives are searching is a man named 
Beatty, whose first name is said to be 
Frank, and who married an aunt of 
Martin. When the murdered man left 
his friend, Mrs. Hanna Barrett, at her 
apartment at 3855 West Fifty-eighth 
Street, at 7 o’clock on Monday evening, 
promising to be back in an hour to 
take her and two other women friends 
to the theatre, he told her that he had 
met an old friend, Beatty, and that he 
Was going to ‘‘run over’’ to see him 
for a while But Commissioner Dough- 
erty said last night that he did not 
connect Beatty with the murder in any 
way, and that he was inclined to be- 
lieve that Martin had used Beatty’s 
Name only as an excuse to break his 
theatre engagement with Mrs. Barrett 
so that he might accompany the young 
woman who is thought io have decoyed 
him to his death. 

The murdcred man’s aged father, with 
a brother ana William Mortimer, Mar- 
tin’s partner in the millinery establish- 
ment in Toronto, arrived in this city on 
the Empire State Express at 10:10 
o'clock last night. They would not 
talk to repurters and went at once to 
the West Forty-seventh Street Police 
Staticn, where they conferred with 
Commissioner Dougherty. At her apart- 
ment last night Mrs. Barrett said: 

“Mr. Martin arrived at 8 o’clock on 
Monday morning at my house and left 
Lis grip. He said he was going back to 
Toronto on Tuesday night on the 9 
o'clock train. He-had come to New 
York to see the latest fashions in milli- 
nery,.,and his partner, Mr. Mortimer, 
who had departed from Toronto. with 
him, had stopped off at Niagara Falls. 
Both Mr. Martin and Mr. Mortimer had 
— in New York in July on a buying 
rip. 

“Mr. Martin and I spent all day Mon- 
day in the wholesale houses looking at 
goods, and for the evening we had ar- 
ranged to go to the theatre and supper 
with Miss Margaret Graham and Miss 
Bessie Collins, millinery buyers of To- 
ronto, who are stopping at the Hotel 
Victoria. 

“‘Mr. Martin always carried a powder 
puff with him, and this powder puff 
was found on his body. At 7 o’clock on

2round the corner.’ He said that Beat- 
ty’s mother was dead, and that her body 
had been shipped to Canada two months 
ago.

WARRINGTON GIRL ADMITS IT

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 13.—Two dis- 
tinct surprises were sprung to-day in} 
the Diggs trial. One was a: solemn! 
warning by the Judge to the jury that 
if any one of them had had any talk 
with any one connected with the de- 
fendant* or Caminetti, he wished to 
know now, as the disclosure at this time 
would have less serious effects than 
later. The jurors showed their sur- 
prise, but no one spoke. Then the 
Judge admonished them again to have 
no conversation with the defendant or 
his counsel, and ordered the trial tg 
proceed. 

The second surprise was the revela- 
tion made by Marsha Warrington, on 
cross-examination, that the elopement 
to Reno was not the first escapade in 
which she and her chum, Lola’ Norris, 
had figured with Diggs and Drew Cami- | 
netti. Attorney Coghlan drew from 
her the admission th: both girls had 
accompanied the two young men on 
other out-of-town trips on which they 
had registered as married couples, 
which tended to establish the conten- 
tion of the defense that Diggs and 
Caminetti were not responsible for their 
waywardness. While Marsha War- 


rington was known to have been wild, 
every one believed that Lola Norris was 
an innocent girl, ufttil she was led 
astray by Caminetti. It was only a 
few days ago that. Coghlan was able 
to break down her detense and com- 
pel her to admit that her escapades | 
with Caminetti were not her first. 
Judge Van Fleet permitted this ques- 
to allow the defense to make} 
its points with reference. to the fifth 
he warned the jury that it had no bear- 
ing upon the first four counts. 

Marsha Warrington was on the stand } 
all day, and her testimony evidently 
made a painful impression upon the 


jury and all in the courtroom, She told 





of repeated visits to Diggs’s office in the 
Capitol Building at night, where cham- 
pagne orgies were held. She picked up 
the unfinished story of her intimacy 
with the defendant, and carried it 
through to the end, lowering her eyes 
at times and dropping her voice almost 
to a whisper, but never faltering in her 
answers.

During the cross-examination Diggs 
constantly prompted the questions of his 
attorneys, and steadily kept his eyes 
on the girl’s veiled face, but she as 
constantly avoided his gaze. n 

Just before adjournment Nathan Cogh- 
lan, for the defense, asked permission 
to place Theodore Roche on the stand. 
On the return trip from Reno, Roche 
said, while all four were under arrest, 
Marsha Warrington had given to As- 
sistant District Attorney Atkinson of 
Sacramento a statement of the elope- 
ment, which was taken down by an of- 
ficial court reporter, and was entirely 
at varianee, he was informed, with her 
testimony in court. The defense wished 
this ‘statement placed in, evidence. 

Judge Van Fleet held that he had no 
power to compel the prosecution to sur- 
render the statement, but he was will- 
ing that it should be introduced by 
agreement, and said that if introduced 
it should be made the basis of cross- 
examination.

TYPHOID PATIENT A SUICIDE 


Second to Leap from Window of St. 
Vincent’s Hospital in 12 Days. 


Ill with typhoid fever and despondent, 
James Romano, 34 years old, of 181 
West Street, jumped from al window in 
a ward on the third floor of St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital late yesterday afternoon 
and died two hours later in the hos- 
pital. He gave a hint to his wife earlier 
in the day of what was in his mind 
by saying that he felt like jumping 
from the window, but she did not think 


he seriously meant what he said. 

When he left his cot and ran to the 
window, the nurse was in the other 
end of the ward and could not reach 
him in time to prevent him from jump- 
ing out. Other patients cried out in 
horror as they saw him prepare to 
leap from the window, but none of 
them could do anything to stop him.

Neither of the men, the doctors 
in the hospital said, was fatally ill,

DANCE HALLS AND NO TAXES 


Proposed in Cleveland to Run Them 
for Support of the Parks. 


To support the entire park system ot 
Cleveland by dance hall tickets instead 
of taxes is the new plan broached by 
the city park department. A. J, Sinde- 
lar, Secretary of the department, has 
just completed a study of municipal 


dance halls. In his report he estimates 
that one large dance pavilion operating 
in each of the five principal city parks 
at 3 cents a dance would yield the city 
a clear net earning of $300,000 a year. 

This would mean that the $200,000 re- 
quired to operate the entire park de- 
partment would all be danced into the 
tills on three-cent. kets, doing away 
with the necessity “for drawing upon 
taxation, and a surplus of $100,000 a 
year would he left to take care of im- 
provements now covered by bond issues. 
Cleveland’s extensive system of parks 
would be made self-supporting. 

Mr. Sindelar's estimate is based on 
the operation of dance halls all year 
round and on floors measuring at least 
100 by 125 feet. The first move in car- 
rying out the plan will be to recom- 
mend the erection of such dance halls at 
the two large lake front breathing spots, 
Edgewater and Gordon Parks. ‘

FAIL 10 IDENTIFY 
GIRL MURDER VICTIM 


Fragments of Letters Prove 
to be Too Water Soaked 
to be Legible. 


WERE WRITTEN IN GERMAN 


Captain Herlihy Thinks Murderer 
May Be Same Man Who At- 
tacked Miss Lillle Wlitzell. 


After working all day in an effort to 
piece together the torn letters found in 
a hollow log in Cold Spring Grove, not 
far from where the body of the uniden- 
tified Inwood murder victim was dis- 
covered, Detective Lagerenne, the Cen- 
tral Office handwriting expert and lin- 
guist, announcd last night that he had 
been unable to reassemble the small 
bits of tattered paper in anything like 
an intelligible fashion. The labor of 
the expert was rendered more difficult 
because the fragments had become rain- 
soaked and rendered almost illegible. 

Detective Lagerenne, however, report- 
ed to Acting Captain Herlihy of the 
West 12ith Street Detective Bureau, 
who is handling the case, that the Ict- 
ters were written in Geman 
the penmanship was of a bold, mascu-' 
tine charcater.

A number of Hungarians from the sec- 
tion of the city adjoining Fourteenth 
Street and Second Avenue will also be 
taken to the morgue by detectives to 
see if they can recognize the body.

RADER COMPLAINS AGAIN. 


Accused Fence Now Says Tombs 
Keepers Are Leagued Against Him. 


From his cell in the Tombs, Isidor 
Rader, fence and Fagin, who is being 
held pending investigation of an alliance 
between the police and the underworld, 
wrote yesterday to Assistant District 
Attorney Morris B. Moskowitz: 

“YT am in trouble. Would like to speak 
to you about the way they are treating 
me.

Rader brought over to his office. There 
Rader told a story of oppression on the 
part of the Tombs officials, who, he 
said, were trying to drive him insane, 
so that the investigation of his charges 
would fall through.

“For five days,” Rader said,

I am not allowed 
to take exercise, to see anyone, or to 
have food and clothing brqught in to 
me. The keepers have it in for me.” 

Stories of an insane man who is being 
persecuted in the Tombs were related by 
Rader. This man, he says, goes about 
with his hands shackleq behind his back. 

Warden Hanley said that Rader’s act 
of calling the keeper an offensive name 
brought the usual punishment, solitary 
confinement and the withholding of all 
privileges. Rader has received special 
protection, Warden Hanley said, ever 
since he complained that the prisoners 
were attempting to kill him.

HIDDEN BANK LOANS 


Controller Calls for Details of 
All Moneys Borrowed from 
Other Banks. 


MILLIONS NOT REPORTED 


Ingenious Expedients Have Been 
Used to Avold Disclosure of 
Indirect Liabilities. 


If the new blanks and instructions 
for reports by the national banks that 
have been prepared by Acting Control- 
ler of the Currency Kane result in 
bringing to light all the indirect loans 
obtained by country banks from those 
in the reserve centres, their reported 
liabilities will be increased by from 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000, according to 
an estimate made yesterday by a for- 
mer Government official who has had 
much experience in tracing down such 
undisclosed obligations. 

There was no definite basis, he said, 
for any close @stimate of the aggre- 
gate amount of these loans, and it 
would vary at different seasons, but in 
one case in his experience a national 
bank in a moderate-sized city had $400, 
000 of such loans outstanding, and the 
total of such loans for the banks of 
that city was fully $1,000,000. In an- 
other case a bank of $100,000 capital 
had borrowed indirectly $1,000,000, al- 
though it could not, under the law, 
borrow directly mvre than tts capltal. 

Acting Controller Kane’s_ circular 
calls for detailed statements of ‘‘all 
money borrowed from other banks in 
the form of rediscounts, bills payable, 
or in any other rmanner.’’ Whether 
those banks that resort to indirect loans 
will see fit to report them under this 
formula or not remains to be seen 
Those who have had experience in such 
matters are skeptical as to their doing 
so. 

The principal check on the_ practice 
seems to be a growing tendency on 
the part of New York banks especially 
to frown upon the making of such loans. 
In recent years nearly all the banks 
in this city have refused to enter into 
such arrangements, but there are still 
some that do, and in Chicago and St. 
Louis, it is said, they are quite gen- 
eral, with the result that statements 
made to the Controller by country 
banks having such undisclosed obliga- 
tions are misleading as to their actual 
condition. 

Several ingenious schemes have been 
devised by country banks to get money 
from city banks without increasing 
their reported obligations. A favorite 
plan is for the Directors of the country 
bank to “ buy”’ a lot of the unmatured 
paper held by the bank. The Directors 
raise the money to pay for it by giv- 
ing their own note to a city bank, with 
the paper they have “ bought’”’ as col- 
lateral. This money goes to the coun- 
try bank. 

National bank examiners often be- 
come curious about large sales of paper 
made to individuals who happen to be 
the same as the Directors of the bank, 
and in order not to arouse such 
curiosity Directors of country banks in 
many cases have formed corporations 
for the sole purpose of handling such 
transactions, as the examiner is not so 
likely to question a sale of paper to 
some investment company. 

This operation comes so close to a 
bona fide sale by the bank that it has 
been found practically impossible to put 
a stop to it. The point at which it de- 
parts from a bona fide sale is that the 
country bank, not its Directors, pays the 
interest on the loan obtained from the 
city bank, and the country bank con- 
tinues to receive the interest on the 
notes ‘‘ sold’ to the Directors. 

Another plan is for an officer of the 

country bank to give his own note for 
the money borrowed from the city bank, 
the country bank indorsing his note. 
There have been cases where the same 
officer made the note and signed the 
guarantee on the part of the bank. In 
such cases, of course, the officers of 
the city bank have no illusions as to the 
real character of the transaction and 
probably wouldn’t lend any money to 
the country bank officer for his own 
use, ; 
A simple way of getting money from 
a city bank without having it appear as 
a loan is for the ccuntry bank to give 
a certificate of deposit instead of a note. 
The city bank’s money is then merely 2 
deposit. The trouble is that the city 
bank has no collateral, and this sort of 
arrangement is unpopular for that rea- 
son, and is rarely used. 

Sometimes the country bank “ sells" 
a quantity of notes to the city bank 
and guarantees their payment. This is 
really the same thing as rediscounting 
the notes, but it doesn’t appear as a 
rediscount in the country bank's state- 
ment. Similarly, a country bank some- 
times ‘sells’? a block of securities to 
a city bank. at the same time writing a 
letter agreeing to ‘‘ buy” back the se- 
curities on a certain date, and at a 
price enough higher to equal the inter- 
est that would be paid on a loan. 

In all these cases the Controller of the 
Currency is left in the dark by the coun- 
try bank's statement as to its actual 
abilities. 


SENATE WON’T TAKE A RECESS 


Democrats Hope to Hasten Tariff 
Action and Clear Way for Currency. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Whether or 
not a single amendment to the tariff 
bill shall result from the slow fight 
waged in the Senate will probably be 
decided at a caucus of Democratic Sen- 
ators to-mororw morning. The caucus 
has been summoned ostensibly to fill 
committee vacancies arising from the 
death of Senator Johnston of Alabama, 
but it is expected that a general discus- 
sion of the tariff situation will come 
up with special reference to prompt ac- 
tion on currency as soon asthe tariff 
bill is disposed of. 

Several important amendments that 
have been taken under advisement by 
the Finance Committee may be passed 


upon at to-morrow’s caucus. The pol- 
icy of the committee leaders has been, 
when Republicans proposed amendments 
of apparent merit, to pass over the para- 
graph to which the amendment was of- 
fered with the promise that the com- 
mittee would consider the proposed 
change. ! 

In this way the committee has before 
it an amendment offered by Senator 
Root of New York, providing that the 
income tax be levied only upon incomes 
received after the signing of the bill by 
the President. Mr. Root, in a brief state- 
ment, told the Senate that income re- 
ceived befor the enactment of the bill 
would be capital for the purposes of 
taxation, and that a levy under the 
Constitution could not be made upon 
capital, except in proportion to popula- 
tion. 

Another important amendment before 
the committee was offered by Senator 
Sutherland of Utah, providing that ex- 
isting rates should be levied against 
goods now in bonded warehouses, even 
if they remained under bond until after 
the Underwood rates became effective, 

Considerable interest was aroused in 
the Senate cloakrooms this afternoon 
by a report that the Democratic caucus 
would probably decide in favor of a re- 
cess by both Houses for a month or 
more after the enactment of the Tariff 
bill and before the currency measure 
should be taken up by the Senate. But 
Democratie leaders emphatically assert- 
ed that nothing would prevent the im- 
mediate consideration of the Currency 
bill. Some even intimated that if the 
rate of progress on the tariff was not 
hastened there would be no time for a 
ga whether Senators desired it or 
not. 

Senators James and Thomas said that 
as soon as the Tariff bill was passed 
the- Senate would take up the Currency 
bill and pass it at this session. Senator 
Kern was of the same opinion. While 
many Democrats and practically all the 
Republicans would te confer 
with thelr constituents before proceed- 
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ing to the second number on the Presi- 
dent's legislative programme, there is 
no likelihood that a junction can be 
effected between the Democrats, who 
are weary of the protracted session, and 
the Republicans. The President is 
known to be immovable in his demand 
that the currency system shall be re- 
vised now, and no one doubts his abil- 
to prt his wishes into effect. 
“For hours the Senators debated the 
whole tariff question with wheat the 
item under. consideration,’ the result 
being that the entire day, with the ex- 
ception of a few minutes devoted to 
rice, was taken up on that one item. 
Democratic , leaders were visibly dis- 
turbed by the failure to make progress 
during the day.

Request When McAdoo Objected.

GALVESTON, Aug. 13.—When the 
Galveston Clearing House Association 
had to appoint a representative to at- 
tend the Conference of Southern bank- 
ers recently called by Secretary of. the 
Treasury McAdoo, it first selected Vice 
President Eldridge of the National City 
Bank of New York. It was learned 
here to-day that this selection proved td 
be unsatisfactory to Mr. McAdoo, and 
that, therefore, a substitution was im- 
mediately made. This explanation of 
the change was made by Vice President 
Hoopes of the City National Bank of 
this city. 

““When the Galveston Clearing House 
Association received notification of the 
conference-called by Mr. McAdoo there 
was not then left time enough for one 
of our officers to get from Galveston 
to Washington and attend. As we knew 
that Mr. Eldridge was cognizant of 
local conditions we telegraphed to him 
and asked him if he could find time to 
represent us at the conference. The 
Vice President of our Clearing House 
Association, Sealey Hutchins, was then 
about one day’s journey from Washins- 
ton, and we telegraphed him to attend 
the conference. 

“That same day-we received a tele- 
gram from the Government department 
at Washington advising the Galveston 
Clearing House Association that Mr. 
Eldridge could not be permitted to rep- 
resent us at the conference, and that 
Mr. McAdog expected Galveston to have 
an official of this city actually in at- 
tendance. Thereupon we again wired 
Mr. Hutchins, and he actually attended 
the conference, acting as representative 
of the Galveston Clearing House Asso- 
ciation, of which he is Vice President. 

‘‘“When we telegraphed to Mr. El- 
dridge we did not think of him as be- 
ing connected with the National City 
Bank or with any other bank of New 
York or the Northern and Eastern sec- 
tions, but merely thought of him as a 
man well acquainted with conditions of 
Galveston and this section of Texas, 
and on that account wanted him to act 
as our representative as we could not 
possibly get a man from Galveston to 
Washington in time. We want it under- 
stood, however, that we were repre- 
sented by a Galveston man at this con- 
ference. When informed that Mr. E'- 
dridge could not legally represent us 
and would not be allowed to attend the 
conference, we promptly wired him that 
he was disqualified.” 


SAY CLAYTON IS NOT NEEDED 


Democrats in Any Event Will Not 
Seat Alabama Appointee.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Representa- 
tive Clayton of Alabama did not reach 
Washington in time to-day to present 
his credentials as Senator by appoint- 
ment to succeed the late Senator Johns- 
ton, but will deliver them to-morrow. 
When his credentials are presented the 
general opinion is that they will be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, and that the committee 
will declare them inadequate. 

“The public exigency supposed to He 
in the need of Democratic votes to pass 
the Tariff bill,"" sald Senator Kern of 
Indiana, the majority leader, this after- 
noon, ‘‘ will have no effect on the re- 
port of the committee of which I am 
Chairman. As things stand now, we 
have enough Democrats to pass the bill, 
even if another Senator on our side 
should be missing.” 

The margin of Democratic control, it 
was learned to-day, had been somewhat 
increased by the departure of Senator 
Works, a Republican, of California, for 
his home without a pair. Mr, Works is 
understood to be out of sympathy with 
his party on many tariff questions, and 
to be disgusted with the slow course of 
events In the Senate. The illness of Mrs. 
Works is said to be the immediate 
cause of Mr. Works’s departure, though 
the Senator, as a Christian Scientist, is 
thought reluctant to admit it. 


CAN’T SELL OLD CRUISER. 
Nobody Willing to Bid for the New- 


ark Without Her Guns.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The Gov- 
ernment is having a hard time trying to 
sell the old cruiser Newark, which re- 
cently was advertised forsale to the 
highest bidder, Although the Newark 
cost $1,248,000 twenty-four years ago, 
and was regarded as a likely ship in 
times not so far back, not a single bid 
has been received for her. It is esti- 
mated by naval constructors that there 
is fully $25,000 worth of copper and 
composition metal on her. 

Navy officers know well enough why 
it is that such a ship does not bring a 
fair price, and say that the trouble is 
that the proceeds of the sale are to be 
turned into the Treasury. If the funds 
could be held and applied to the cost 
of new ships a better way of selling 
would be devised quickly. For instance, 
if the rifles that were taken off the 
Newark and virtually thrown away 
never to be used again on any ship were 

ut back on board the Newark she might 

e snapped up at $150,000 or thereabouts 
in a short time by some Cate so far 
from the United States that the sale 
would be justified from every point of 
view. 

Part of the trouble in selling the 
Newark is that her protective deck is an 
obstacle to fitting her for commercial 
uses, and she {is worth more for a war- 
ship than for anything else.

IN CONSTITUTION 


Representatives of 4,000,000 
Women Voters Plan for Na- 
tional Amendment. 


CONFERRINGIN WASHINGTON 


They Urge the House to Create a 
Woman Suffrage Committee— 
Pressure on Democrats.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—A _ three 
days’ session of the National Council of 
Woman Voters was begun here to-day 
for the purpose of discussing legislation 
in favor of equal suffrage and the reso- 
lution pending in Congress providing for 
submitting to the States a proposed Con- 
stitutional amendment permitting wo- 
men to participate in national elections, 
It was evident from the start that the 
sessions of the council would be enthu- 


siastic. 

The council 
doors. 

Miss Jane Addams, who was elected 
a Vice President at Large at this after- 
noon’s Was responsible for 
action taken that was regarded as the 
most important of to-day’s meeting. She 
proposed a resolution that the 4,000,000 
women voters of the United, States be 
urged to concentrate their energies upon 
the endeavor to have Congress enact 
legislation permitting the proposed equal 
suffrage amendment to be voted on by 
the States. The resolution was second- 
ed by Dr. Cora Smith King of the State 
of Washington, Trgasurer of the coun- 
ceil, and was adopted unanimously by 
the delegates, who represent the ten 
suffrage States and Alaska, the only 
territory where women vote. 

Miss Alice Paul, Chairman of the Con- 
gressional Committee -of the National 
Woman Suffrage Association, said that 
it was no longer practicable to work 
for suffrage State by State. 

‘“‘In past years,”’ she sid, ‘‘ the State 
has undoubtedly offered the line of least 
resistance for suffrage work. The fact 
that about 4,000,000 women are. now 
able to vote for President has changed 
the situation, however, and brought 
close at hand the time when the slow 
and tedious process of winning the vote 
State by State may be shortened by 
the direct cut of Federal action. In 
view of this new situation, the National 
Suffrage Association is concentrating 
upon the work for a Federal amendment. 
For the first time in many years it has, 
through its Congressional Committee, 
opened headquarters in Washington. 
Every effort is being made to secure 
the passage of the amendment during 
the present Congress.”’ 

Mrs. Jessie Hardy Stubbs of Illinois 
said that one-fifth of the members of 
the Senate, one-seventh of the members 
of the Liouse and one-sixth of the elec- 
toral votes for President came from 
States where women voted. 

‘The Democratic Party,’’ said Mrs. 
Stubbs, ‘‘ has not yet taken a stand 
nationally on the woman suffrage ques- 
tion. But no doubt the case will be 
put up to it during the present <Ad- 
ministration, step by step. The first 
tests submitted to the party will be 
the creation of a Woman Suffrage Com- 
mittee in the House. The Democratic 
Party has the control of the Senate and 
the House, and therefore, naturally, a 
majority of every committee. It is the 
business of the women of the country, 
whether voters or not, tovdeclare their 
attitude in regard to women’s present 
status.”’ 

Miss Jeannette Rankin, President of 
the Montana Suffrage Association, and 
Miss Lucy Burns, Vice President of the 
Congressional Committee of the Nation- 
al Association, spoke in favor of bring- 
ing pressure to bear upon the House 
to elect a standing Committee on Wo- 
man Suffrage. They pointed out that 
the Senate had such a committee, while 
in the House all bills relating to suf- 
frage went to the Committee on the 
Judiciary, which was busy with other 
things. Miss Rankin said that the Sen- 
ate Committee on Woman Suffrage had 
made favorable reports six times on 
suffrage measures, and that the present 
committee had acted favorably on the 
Constitutional amendment resolution. 

Others who spoke to-day were Mrs. 
George Sutherland, wife of the junior 
Senator from Utah; Mrs. Burton French, 
wife of the Representative from Idaho; 
Mrs. Frank W. Mondell, wife of the 
Representative from Wyoming, and Mrs. 
Edward Keating, wife of the Represen- 
tative from Colorado, who told of the 
success of woman suffrage in their 
States,

the opening of the conference Mrs. Bel- 
va A. Lockwood paid a tribute to Mrs. 
Stone’s memory. When Mrs. Lockwood 
finished a representative of each suf- 
frage State and the Territory of Alaska 
brought a ribbon to the platform, and 
these were draped over a photograph 
of Mrs. Stone.

FOR COAST CANALS 


War Department Wants Con- 
gress to Aid New York’s Trade 
with Other Atlantic Ports. 


SEEKS TO LINK BIG BAYS 


Would Connect This Harbor with 
Delaware River and Make Wa- 


* terway at Sea Level.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—A_ $30,000,- 
000 project for the development of coast- 
wise trade to New York, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore by means of inter-coastal 
canals was sent to Speaker Clark to-day 
by Acting Secretary of War Breckinridge 
with the recommendation of Brig. Gen. 
Bixby, Chief of Engineers of the Army, 
that it be adopted immediately by Con- 
gress. 

The recommendations of Gen. Bixby 
are based on the report of the special 
board of five army engineers which 
for several years, unger directions from 
Congress, has been surveying the feasi- 
Lility and advisability of constructing 
a chain of inland waterways from Bos- 
ton to Beaufort, N. C. The preliminary 
report of that board was submitted to 
Congress last year. Congress has ap- 
propriated funds for the purchase of 
the Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal 
connecting Norfolk, Va., to the North 
Carolina Sounds, and giving a safe in- 
side route beyond Cape Hatteras. 

Would Start with a Purchase. 


The plan sent to Congress to-day rec- 
ommends: 


FVirst—-The purchase of the Chesapeake 
and Delaware Canal, connecting the Chesa- 
peake and Delaware Bays, at a cost not 
exceeding $2,514,290. 

Second—The expenditure of approximately 
$8,000,000 by the Government in trans- 
forming this canal from a lock canal into 
a@ sea level canal, with 4 depth of twelve 
feet throughout and a ninety-foot width 
at the bottom. 

Third—Thoe postponement of the ultimate 
deepening of this canal to twenty-five feet 
until after the effect of the new twelve 
-foot canal upon commerce is apparent. 

Fourth—The construction of a lock canal 
twelve feet deep and ninety feet wide from 
the Delaware River to New York Harbor, 
at a total cost of $20,000,000, so built as 
to provide for economical enlargement of 
the canal to twenty-five feet depth and 
125 feet of width, and the future reduction 
of the canal to a sea level basis. 

Fifth—The ultimate development of this 
canal into a twenty-five-foot-deep sea. level 
canal, in cooperation with New Jersey and 
other benefited States. 

The officers who made the survey were 
Col. William M. Black, Col. Frederick 
Abbott, Lieut.-Col. J. C. Sanford, Lieut.- 
Col. Maron H. Patrick and Maj. R. R. 
Raymond. Their report was considered 
by the Board of Engineers for Rivers 
and Harbors in Washington, of which 
Col. Rossell is chairman, could not_be 
ber. The special board, of which Col. 
Black is chairman, after discussing the 
advantages and disadvantages of a 
twelve-foot waterway from Dhiladel- 
hia to New York, recommended a sea 
evel canal twenty-five feet deep con- 
necting Delaware Bay with New York 
Harbor, but the higher board, of which 
Col. Russel] is chairman, could not be 
convinced that a twenty-five-foot canal 
should be undertaken. In view of the 
large expenditure for a smaller depth, 
the Russell board did not believe the 
public benefits would justify such an 
outlay and reported against even a 
twelve-foot waterway at present. 


Urges Twelve-Foot Lock Canal. 


Gen. Bixby, the Chief of Engineers, 
reviewed the arguments and concluded 
the Government ought to authorize im- 
mediately the construction of a twélve- 
foot lock canal between the Delaware 
River and New York Harbor. 

‘*I concur,” runs the report of Gen. 


Bixby, ‘‘ with the special board in its 
view that some day a twenty-five-foot 
sea level canal will be advisable across 
New Jersey from New York Bay to 
the Delaware River; also that it 
very undesirable to have any new canal 
built at present between those points 
unless it is so located as to be sus- 
ceptible of development into a deep 
draft sea level canal. 

“But I concur at the same time with 
the Board of Engineers of Rivers and 
Harbors in the view that a less depth 
than twenty-five feet will take reason- 
able care of present demands of com- 
merce, especialy in consideration of the 
report of the special board showing that 
the majority of the increased tonnage 
will be that of barges of from 1,000 
to 2,000 tons. 

‘‘After having considered the esti- 
mates of the special board for a lock 
canal of 12 feet depth or 25 feet depth 
and a sea level canal of the same di- 
mensions along the selected line, I am 
of the opinion that the general public 
will be benefited by a lock canal of 12 
feet depth and 9) bottom width, suf- 
ficiently to justify its construction at 

ublic expense—provided the State of 

Yew Jersey or other local parties will 
promptly secure and donate to the 
United States free of cost all rights of 
way necessary for a 125-foot bottom 
width, 25-foot depth sea level canal 
along the same route, and will assume 
the cost of all water power damages 
connected with it, and provided the 12- 
foot depth canal construction work be 
carried on in general accordance with 
plans and estimates of the special board 
along its route in such way as to allow 
of later development of a 25-foot depth 
canal whenever it is found a@visable. 


Recom mends Ample Width. 


“The special board,” says Gen. Bixby’s 
report, “has based its local canal esti- 
mates upon locks. of forty-five feet 
width, but indicates that harbor dredges 
may require a fifty-foot width. It would 


seem desirable to make the width suffi- 
cient to allow, if practicable, the pass- 
age of such dredges and other craft 
of about this width likely to demand 
- e frequently. Thig will add slight- 
y to the cost of construction. 

“If the lock canal is ever to be-deep- 
ened to twenty-five feet, it would be 
advantageous to so arrange its founda- 
tions as to allow such widening with- 
out serious extra cost or interference 
with traffic, and this will add some- 
what to the cost. Making allowance for 
these items and stating the special 
board’s estimates in round numbers, the 
estimates stand as follows:. 

‘Lock canal twelve feet deep, cost 
$20,000,000; annual operating cost, 
$610,000. 

“Lock canal 

$0,000,000 ; 

720,000. 

“Sea level 
$33,000,000 ; 
$270,000. 

“Sea level canal twenty-five feet deep, 
$45,000,000; operating cost, $320,000.” 

Gen. Bixby states that if a right of 
way can be obtained immediately along 
a route contparatively level, short, 
straight and free from railroad or other 
troublesome crossings, the~ $20,000,000 
project is worth being started immedi- 
ately at Federal expense. He states his 
belief that New Jersey easily can co- 
operate immediately on that basis, and 
that while the canal is being built New 
Jersey and other adjoining States can 
decide how much more extensively they 
desire to co-operate. 

The General asks that Congress make 
an immediate appropriation of $500,000 
and steady annual appropriations suf- 
ficient to complete the work in eight 
years.

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THE IMPEACHMENT. 

In its proceedings against Gov. 
SuLZER the Assembly has drawn up 
articles .of impeachment upon the 
plan of an indictment, presenting un- 
der the general charge of willful and 
corrupt misconduct specifications of 
many 1 nds of misdoing. Upon some 
of these specifications no great em- 
phasis will be placed during the trial 
befor. the Senate. Cause for impeach- 
ment and for conviction would be 
found in proof of acts showing such 
a defect of private honor as to con- 
stitute unfitnese for public office. The 
attempts to define grounds of im- 
peachment which were made in our 
earlier Constitutions have disappeared 
from the present instrument. 


The charge set forth in Articles 1| 


and 2 that Mr. SuLzER swore to and 
filed a false statement of the contri- 
butions made toward the expenses of 
his campaign, omitting therefrom 
many checks and gifts to a total of 
thousands of dollars, presents in itself 


a valid ground for the proceedings | 


now begun. The chz-ge set forth in 
Article 4 that Mr. Suuzpr diverted 
to his personal use large sums of 
money received as campaign contri- 
butions is one the proof of which 
would necessarily have great weight 
with the tribunal before which the 
trial is to be had. Proper en-=gh for 
inclusion among the grounds of im- 
peachment are the charges that Gov. 
SuuLzeEeR has influenced witnesses sum- 
moned by the Legislative Committee 
. either to withhold their testimony .or 
to flee the jurisdiction, and that he 
has imprope.ly usd his Executive 
authority and in‘:uence to control the 
action of members of the Legislature. 
Being in their nature not so readily 
susceptible of proof convincing to the 
minds of impartial judges, these 
specifications will naturally have less 
public attention than those relating to 
the acknowledgment and the use 
made of campaign funds. The testi- 
mony taken before the Frawley Com- 
mittee gives a pretty clear idea of the 
evidence to be presented. 

The proceeding has given rise to 
some strange suggestions of resist- 
ance to the process on the part of the 
Governor. It seems incredible that 
any person trained in the law should 
advise Mr. SuLZER that, not being a 
judicial officer, he may under the 
terms of Article VI., Section 13, of the 
Constitution continue to exercise the 
powers of his office after the filing of 
the articles of impeachment. The 
controlling provision of the Constitu- 
tien is Article IV., Section 6, which 
was quoted in these columns yesterday 
morning. There can be no possible 
doubt of its meaning, no room for 
question that upon the filing of the 
articles of impeachment in the Senate 
yesterday, the powers and the duties 
of the office of Governor devolved 
upon. Lieut. Gov. GLYNN, who under 
the language of that section will con- 
tinue to exercise them for the residue 
of Mr. SuLzER’s term, or until Mr. 
Suuzer’s “ disability shall cease,” as 
it would cease should he be acquitted. 
Resistance to the due operation of the 
organic law would stamp Mr. SuLzER 
as. a person reckless of the conse- 
quences of his acts, and it would be 
futile. A suggestion has been made, 
too, that an injunction would be 
asked for to restrain the Legislature 
from proceeding: with the impeach- 
ment ‘trial, or that the case would be 
carried to the “Supreme Court of the 
United States.””

In 
a better cause 2h an act of wifely 
devotion would - acclaimed as 
heroic... But the responsibility cannot 
be transferred from the Governor, the 
charges involve him, and in the main 
him alone, and nothing but positive 
disproof can bring exculpation. It is 
futile, too, to seek to palliate his of- 
fending by the parrot;like repetition 
of the perfectly well-known truth that 
the motives of his accusers are not 
ubove su and that they, are no 


etter than he is. No cause, however 

good, could do much to sweeten the 
reputation of the Tammany contin- 
gent in the New York Legislature. But 
that does not help the Governor’s 
ease. For his exculpation it is not 
enough to show that Tammany would 
have let him go unwhipped if he had 
consented, to bend the knee. It Is 
against him as Governor that these 
charges of willful and corrupt mis- 
conduct, of high crimes and mis- 
demeanors, are brought, and nothing 
but disproof will satisfy the tribunal 
or the public. Statements and procla- 
mations and lawyers’ devices for 
evasion will avail him nothing. He 
must stand his trial and abide by its

ONE O'CLOCK CLOSING.

LOANS BETWEEN BANKS. 

The Controller’s call for information 
regarding loans by banks and to 
banks is reported to be designed to 
enable the Treasury to discriminate 
between banks ‘“ which. borrow or 
loan money for speculative purposes ”’ 
and those other banks which “ ear- 
“‘nestly strive to meet the currency 
“demands of the agricultural sec- 
“tions.” It is not fair to hold the 
Treasury responsible for the motives 
attributed to it, and it wouid be 
slighting to the Treasury’s intelligence 
to assume that it had never heard of 
speculation in agricultural products. 
There are corners in products of the 
soil as notoriously as in the products 
|of Wall Street. Even if that idea is 
novel it is necessary to assume that 





the Treasury knows of the legislation | 


pending in Congress to prevent the 
mixing of the two speculations. Farm- 
ers and planters have no fancy for 
speculation in their products in the 
Wall Street manner, that is, specula- 
tion for the fall or for the rise indis- 
criminately. Farmers and planters 
think that speculation 
highly moral, and that 
the fall is as base 


for the rise is 
speculation for 
in agricultural 
products as it would be in Govern- 


| 
ment 2 per cents. 

There is no novelty about loans be- 
tween banks. Some Clearing Houses 
have a standing quotation for loans 
at the Clearing House, where only 
banks are either borrowers or lenders. 
Iivery response to the Controller’s 
calls contains totals of loans by and 
to banks. The present call is novel 

only in its requirement of details. 
Nothing can be based upon any single 
report of that character. There must 
be a series of reports before it can 
be established which banks are 
chronic or excessive borrowers. It is 
well that the subject should be stud- 
ied, however, since rediscounts are to 
be the cornerstone of the new bank- 
ing system, and it is well to appre- 
ciate that it is a novelty only in name. 
The maximum of bank borrowings or 
rediscounts was $175,000,000 in 1907. 
It is nothing unusual to find this item 
in the-Controller’s reports varying by 
scores of millions. In November, 1912, 
the rediscounts were $71,000,000, and 
in February, 1918, they were $51,- 
000,000, which is about an mverage. 
The lowest total since 1907 was 
$24,000,000 in 1909. The present total 
is thought to be running above the 
average. 
Undoubtedly such operations may 
have undesirable features, such as an 
exchange of certificates of deposit or 
unsecured promissory notes for ad- 
vances, or conditional sales of securi- 
ties. But such loans between banks 
are abuses of the rediscount facility 


and ought not to cast undeserved dis- 
credit upon regular operations.

tion with interests that keep some or | 
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spectability in our banking business, 
because there is no American discount 
market, a fact to be regretted, as all 
banking reformers agree. It arises 
from the fact that American cus- 
tomers do not like to have their paper 
floating about in strangers’ hands. 
But payment of commercial paper at 
its date is something to be encour- 
aged, and it is no harder to pay one 
man than another. When a promissory 
note becomes a mortgage and the 
bank carries fhe loan because unable 
to take over and liquidate the collat- 
eral, the seeds of trouble are sown. 
It is true that the national banking 
law does not favor rediscounts and 
that they are authorized only by in- 
direct construction of the law. Never- 
theless it is an indispensable function, 
as may be realized by recalling the 
situation after’ the California earth- 
quake or the Dayton disaster. The 
banks’ business was adjusted to nor- 
mal conditions, and unless they were 
able to rediscount their receivables 
they would not be in condition to 
assist their needy and deserving cus- 
tomers. There is no essential reproach 
in loans between banks. They often 
are highly creditable to both borrower 
and lender. If the transaction is ob- 
jectionable it is for reasons apart 
from the quality of the operation it- 
There is no essential or neces- 
sary connection between rediscounts 
and speculation, although banks 
which have entangled themselves in 
their consumers’ business may find it 
necessary to relieve themselves when 
their loans are for the purpose of 
carrying warehouse receipts, instead 


of marketing products.

TAXICAB PROFITS. 

Testimony damaging to those insti- 
tuting the taxicab injunction suits 
was printed in TH» Times yesterday 
in the interview with Secretary Ar- 
MAND of the Independent Taxicab 
Owners’ Association. Secretary Ar- 
MAND has found it profitable for him- 
self and for the 140 members of his 
association, who own from one to 
three vehicles each, to operate under 
the legal 30-cent rate. He supplied 
full details of his business. His own 
machine, which cost him $980, makes, 
at the lowest reckoning, a profit of 
$1,550 yearly. In strong contrast with 
Mr. ARMAND’S testimony is that of a 
large taxicab company, which is re- 
the ordinance intended to 
abolish private cab stands and to 
cheapen taxicab rates. This company, 
while asserting it earned no profits 
last year under the prevailing high 
rates charged, and that the ordinance 
will operate to confiscate its property, 
declines to enter into details as to 
various matters of cost and upkeep, 
because this would be “ giving away 
“business secrets of which rivals 
“might take advantage.” Business 
secrets of what—its methods of 
achieving losses? 

‘“‘Lower the rates and you will have 
“such a rush of new business that 
“you will make money if you don’t 
“ make it now,” Assistant Corporation 
Counsel FARLEY advised in defending 
the injunction suits brought by the 
taxicab owners against the city. The 
independent taxicab men are making 
money now, they had made money 
for a year prior to the enactment of 
the ordinance. It is absurd that pas- 
sengers should be mulcted 50 cents 
for the first half mile driven when 
taxicabs are making over 50 per cent. 
profits at the 30-cent rate. But the 
injunctions obtained by the com- 
panies can hardly be made permanent 
without the production in court of 
actual facts and figures on which a 
decision may be based.

SWORD RATTLING. 

The phrase attributed to the Ger- 
man Emperor, “I don’t like Austria 
to rattle my sword,’ may be the in- 
vention of MAXIMILIAN HARDEN or 
some other audacious journalist, but 
it hits the present situation and 
throws light on some of the events 
of the last ten months. In a way 
Austria has been allowed and encour- 
aged to rattle the sword of-Germany 
ever since the Balkan war began, and 
even before when she annexed Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. How true this is 
and what effect it has had on the 
course of events can be seen by trying 
to imagine what would have been the 
result had Austria been allowed to 
rattle her own sword only. She would 
either have been laughed out of the 
futile operation or she would have in- 
volved herself in very perilous com- 
plications. 

When Austria deliberately tore up 
the Treaty of Berlin of 1878 and de- 
fied Russia to protect her rights un- 
der that treaty, Germany massed 
troops on the eastern frontier and 
forced Russia to submit. It was this 
insolent departure from the avowed 
principles of the European Concert, 
with its demonstration of Turkey’s 
helpless isolation, that, more than 
anything else, encouraged the Balkan 
States to undertake their attack on 
Turkey. When this attack proved so 
amazingly successful that the actual 
banishment of Turkey from Hurope 
was threatened, with the complete 
possession of all her Huropean prov- 
inces by the allies, Austria menaced 
Servia and attained the exemption of 
Albania from the rule of the allies. 
And in the latest phase of the situ- 
ation, when Bulgaria undertook t6 
seize territory won by Servian arms, 
the diplomatic aid of Austria was on 
the side of the aggressor. From the 
first to the last of these proceedings 
the German Government, whatever pri- 
vate influence it may have used with 
its pet ally, openly backed Austria. 
Whenever the peace of Burope seemed 


aced—it was by the conduct of Aus- 
tria, and always the question asked 
anxiously in the Chancelleries was, 
What will Germany do? There was 
sword rattling, plainly enough, that 
disturbed opinion in all the capitals. 
The doubt that perturbed all observers 
was whether it was the sword of 
Germany, and Germany would not 
deny it. 

It is to be conceded, of course, that 
Germany did prevent the war which 
her favorite ally kept hanging over 
Europe. Emperor WILLIAM, it was 
plain, did not wish war, and the world 
owes him a great debt for the master- 
ly manner in which he prevented it. 
But it is to be noted also that he 
made use of the obvious risk of war, 
a risk largely due to the conduct of 
Austria, to accomplish a very large in- 
crease in the military force of his 
empire and to confirm the superiority 
of that force against all comers. It 
would not be fair, with the evidence 
at hand, to say that he kept Europe 
racked by the thought of this risk for 
nearly a year in order to achieve this 
object. But Europe was racked, the 
object was achieved. 

Perhaps it is because the object has 
been achieved that the German Gov- 
ernment now feels more inclined 
openly to deal with the bellicosity of 
Austria, and it comes easy to attrib- 
ute to the Kaiser the tart remark 
about rattling his sword. His sword 
obviously is more to be dreaded than 
it was a year ago, and his jealousy as 
to the use that may be made of it 
may have become deeper. The situ- 
ation, it now presents itself, is 
intensely interesting. The avowed, 
the somewhat boastful, fashion in 
which Germany “in shining armor” 
has stood by Austria has been the 
most striking and perhaps the most 
significant fact of the history of the 
past year. Now not only is Germany 
objecting to meddling with the Bucha- 
rest Treaty, as Austria wishes to do, 
but she is marking her emphatic ap- 
proval of the treaty by decorating the 
Rumanian Premier, assuring the King 
of Rumania that he has made ‘a def- 
inite peace,” and appointing King 
CONSTANTINE of Greece a Field Mar- 
shal in the German Army, perhaps be- 
cause he did not “stay at home and 
comb his dogs,” as it was intimated 
that FERDINAND of Bulgaria did. 

And we have the unexpected spec- 
tacle of Vienna growling at HBer- 
lin and the Russian press scolding 
France because she shows no dispost- 
tion to join Russia in favor of Austria 
and against Germany. The field of 
European politics, in which up to last 
week were arrayed the Triple Alliance 
and the Triple Entente over against 
each other, seems to have been turned 
into a kaleidoscope, with all the ele- 
ments changing places in bewildering’ 
fashion. And it appears to be the 
peace-loving, peace-enforcing WILL-

the medical profession of America. One 
fact, however, has evidently escaped our 
colleagues of London and Berlin, that 
with the increase of these opportunities 
in the past twenty years the number of 
women attracted to the profession re- 
mains relatively the same. There are 
no statistical data which show the 
actual number of women practitioners 
in the United States; conclusions must 
be drawn from the census of the medical 
schools and the proportion of students, 
greater in the case of women than of 
men, who fall by the wayside after 
graduation, discounted from the number. 
These figures show, if anything, a slight 
decrease within the past ten years in 
the number of women studying medicine, 
a fact which is hardly to be reconciled 
with the opportunities afforded them 
for study at any of the medical institu- 
tions of the country on an equal footing 
with men students, and with such in- 
fluences as the increased attention to 
ehildren’s diseases. 

Qn the other hand, taking up at ran- 
dom a report of the recent proceedings 
of the Royal Society of London, we 
note @ woman physician’s name promi- 
nent in the table of contents. Reflect- 
ing likewise at random, we can think 
of no woman physician in this country 
as noteworthy, for instance, as Dr. 
Maria Montessori, better known with 
us as an educator, but first recognized 
in her own country as an able psychia- 
trist. On the whole, the existence of un- 
restricted opportunity for the woman 
physician in the United States signifies 
very little.

GRADE OROSSING SIGNALS. 


Semaphores and Red Lights Sug- 
gested to Warn Motorists. 


Ta the Editor of The New York Times: 

The multiplicity of terrible accidents that 
happen to motor parties at railroad grade 
crossings has called forth many suggestions 
for making crossings safer, but I have not 
yet seen any writer suggest the simple de- 
vice of having a red electric light for night 
and a semaphore of special shape or color 
for daylight. These warnings could be sus- 
pended over the tracks in full view of mo- 
torists, and could be operated automatically, 
as the present country crossing bells are; 
that is to say, by the train itself closing an 
electric circuit as soon as it enters upon @ 
certain section of the track at some suffi- 
cient distance from the crossing. 

At night no overhead red light showing 


would mean safety; the red light showing 
would mean a train approaching (or reced- 
ing) within, say, 400 yards of the crossing. 
In the daytime the semaphore at horizontal 
could stand for safety; down for danger. 
These rules would soon become known to 
motorists all over the country. The small 
cost: of installation of such warnings would 
be nothing compared to the cost of either 
bridging or tunneling the crossings for safety 
or altering the contour of the road.

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FIGHTING MATERIALISM. 


Efforts of Paris Society May Not 
Be Unfruitful. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The dispatch from Paris to the effect 
that a society, at whose head are 
MM. Rostand, Maeterlinck, and Flam- 
marion, has been formed to com- 
bat materialism is of more than ordi- 
nary interest. The cause which the 
society represents is one that is inherent 
in human nature. 

Men who believe in idealism ought to 
unite in emphasizing many of the im- 
material things of iife. Why should 
their combined efforts be Quixotic? 
Churches and schools are, at least were, 
for the same purpose, and another or- 
ganization would do no harm in spite 
of the imperfection of some of its 
charter members. Who is not against 
us is for us. 

It may be the world is getting better, 
more intellectual and spiritual, as you 
assert, for the reason there are more 
good books read and a more extensive 
appreciation of the beautiful manifested 
than ever before. On the other hand, it 
is also getting worse. There is an in- 
crease in the number of undesfrable 
books and a greater indulgence in things 
not refining. The more leisure now as 
compared with what people used to have 
is responsible for the increase on both 
hands, and constitutes one of the »rob- 
lems. To know how to spend one’s va- 
cant hours is as practical as to know 
how to earn one’s bread. 

Schools, until recently, were the cita- 
del of idealism, but present-day peda- 
gogues are capitulating to the advocates 
of the materialistic in education. No- 
where is this more evident than in the 
Summer schools for teachers. In many 
of them the best organized and most 
efficient efforts are those for material 
advancement.

There could then be no better 
place for organizing a society to combat 
this tendency than Paris, which, after 
all that can be said to the contrary, is 
the world’s great distributing centre for 
ideas.

Negro Editor Questions Wilson 


Administration’s Consistency. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At this stage of my life I find the 
consistency of color prejudice as_ be- 
wildering as were the relative values of 
xX, Y, and z some years ago when I first 
took up the study of algebra. I shall 
cite several reasons why I am becoming 
more ‘befuddled: on the subject: At 
Washington, D. C., the capital city of 
the United States, radical Southern Sen- 
ators have insisted that the white and 
colored clerks in the departments be 
Separated, maintaining that the work- 
ing side by side of the races, a policy 
which has been followed for fifty years, 
is an evidence of “social equality.” 
Only two weeks ago James C. Napier, 
a colored man, resigned as Register of 
the Treasury rather than enforce an 
order issued by the Treasury Depart- 
ment to segregate the negro clerks in 
his department. The radical Democratic 
Southerners, who seem to be in com- 
plete control of the Government, have 
issued the edict that during the present 
Administration ‘social equality ’’ be- 
tween the white and colored employes 
must cease. They are now advocating 
that the capital city of the United 
States be disgraced by ‘‘ Jim Crow” 
cars. 

President Wilson sent on Aug. 7 to 
the Senate for confirmation as United 
States Minister Haiti the name of 
Madison R. Smith of Missouri, to suc- 
ceed H. W. Furniss, a colored man. 
Mr. Furniss held the post under Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Taft. He is a na- 
tive of Indiana. For years the Govern- 
ment has followed the precedent of 
sending a colored man to represent the 
United States at Haiti, and it is under- 
stood that the black republic, knowing 
that color prejudice is rampant in this 
country, prefers a colored man to rep- 
resent the United States at Port au 
Prince. Despite the rantings of Varda- 
man, Tillman, and Hoke Smith about 
‘“‘social equality’ they insist on the 
appointment of a white man as United 
States Minister to Haiti. Of course they 
fully understand that one of the chief 
duties of our new Minister will be to 
fraternize with the black people of 
Baiti. Mr. and Mrs. Smith will not 
only be entertained around the festal 
board, but they will have to entertain 
the Haitians. 

To Santo Domingo and other Southern 
countries where colored people are in 
control of the Government the Adminis- 
tration at Washington has found it ad- 
| visable to send white men as diplomatic 
| representatives, irrespective of its policy 
to do everything in its power to stamp 
|out ‘“ social equality.’’ A rumor is cur- 
|rent that the radical Democrats are 
even in favor of sending a white man to 
| Liberia as Minister. This little African 
Republic has never had a white United 
States Minister. It is sai@ that among 
those who are applicants for the posi- 
tion are three Southern white men who, 
like Madison R. Smith, are willing to 
lay aside their color prejudice—at least 
temporarily. 

President Wilson sent to the Senate 
two weeks ago the name of A. E. Pat- 
terson as Register of the Treasury, a 
negro Democrat of Oklahoma, who had 
been an enthusiastic and active Wilson 
man throughout the Wilson campaign. 
Several Southern Senators registered 
protests against the confirmation of 
Patterson, declaring that no colored 
man should ever be over the white 
clerks in the Register’s office as long 
|as they could prevent it. Patterson was 
persuaded to withdraw his name and an 
Indian from Oklahoma was appointed 
to succeed him. Maybe an Indian is noi 
{a colored man, but is white. To quate 
| The (N. C.) Daily News: 
“Substituting an Indian for a negro as 
| Register of the Treasury might be called 
‘revising the job downward.’ ”’ 

Each day I find myself having more 
profound respect and admiration for 
the author of the popular saying: ‘‘ Con- 
sisterey, thou art a jewel.’’ For the 
older I grow and the more thought I 
give to the consistency of color prejudice 
the more truth and philosophy I find in

MUSEUM HAS NEW 


SCULPTURES ON VIEW 


Bas-Relief of a Spanish Knight 
of Much Interest to 
Students. 


THE RAVEN STILL PUZZLES 


Classical Purchases 


Among the Sculptures Shown— 


Department 
Museum Receives Gifts of Lace, 


The Metropolitan Museum places on 
exhibition this month a number of inter- 
esting sculptures recently acquired. One 
of the most important is a thirteenth 
century marble relief from the ancient 
Spanish monastery of Poblet. This bas- 
relief represents a chevalier, and appears 
to have come from the side or end of a 
tomb, where it was placed in memory 
of some personage of high rank. The 
artistic value of the work is very con- 
siderable. The knight is well poised on 
his spirited horse, with the ease of beare 
ing of one trained to the saddle, and ale 
though the proportions are grotesque 
the knight being more or less a dwart 
and the horse more or less a monster 
the energy of the composition overbal-+ 
ances technical defects. The marble ap- 
pears to have béen painted in bright 
colors, and traces of red and green req 
main. To the student of armor this bas- 
relief is especially interesting, showing, 
as it does, in detail, the trappings of 
the horse and the suit of mail typical 
of Spanish armor in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. 

The curb bit is merciless, as a writer 
in The Bulletin notes, and it “speaks 
clearly of a time when a rider expected 
instant obedience; he had other things 
to do than struggle with his horse; his 
hands must be largely free for the use 
of buckler and sword.” The modeling 
of the rider’s surcoat shows clearly that 
a heavily padded garment was worn 
under the coat of mail, and on the ex« 
tended arm is a typically Spanish bucks 
ler. 

Other sculptures in the present exhibli¢ 
tion are those purchased in 1912 for the 
classical department, two of which alk 
ready have been shown and noticed. One 
of the eight remaining pieces is a gravee 
stone of the eentury B. C., if

WATCHED FOREIGN POLICE. 
Raymond D. Fosdick Returns fren 


Eight Months’ Trip Abroad. 


Former Commissioner of Accounts 
Raymond D. Fosdick, who for the las 
eight months has been abroad making § 
close study of the police organizations 
of the principal cities of England, France, 
Germany, Austria, and Holland, arrived 
from Southampton on the White Star 
liner Oceanic yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Fosdick, who was accompanied by Mrs. 
Fosdick, went to Europe last Januaryy 
and during the eight months that havé@ 
elapsed since he spent practically al 
of his time studying the police forces 
of London, Paris, Berlin, and other 
great cities. In London Mr. Fosdick 
said he practically lived at Scotland 


Yard. 
Mr. Fosdick went to Europe as the 


representative of the Bureau of Soctal 
Hygiene, of which organization John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., is the principal sup 


orter. He sald yesterday that the masg 
bf information that he had got would 
be published in book form under the 
title of ‘‘ Police Organization,” and that 
pending the writing and publishing of 
that work he would have little to say 
regarding his mission. 

In Loridon, in which city he spent more 
time than in any other, Mr.. Fosdick wag 
greatly aided in his work by Sir Edward 
Henry of Scotland Yard. Sir Edward 
is the man who introduced the finger 
print. system of criminal identification 
into England and is one of the world’s 
leading authorities on secret police work,

The Bull Moose men were angry ali 
the way through when they got together 
last night in answer to a call issued by 
County Chairman Francis W. Bird, and 
they didn’t care who knew it. Mr. Bird 

‘ présided, and he did not mince words 
in describing how, in his opinion, the 
Republicans were trying to ‘‘ bull-doze”’ 
the Fusionists into making them give 
up the choicest nominations. 

“‘“The Republicans are bluffing all the 
way through,” said Chairman Bird. 
‘““They have made demands upon the 
Fusion forces that are absolutely unten- 
able. We will not stand for it.’”- 

Mr. Bird said that his organization 
hed given the Fusionists notice that 
they wanted the office of Sheriff of 
New York County, and if they didn’t 
get it there would surely be trouble. He 
said the Progressives had submitted 
three names for the Fusionists to choose 
from in making up their Sheriff's slate, 
Joseph E. Savage, Timothy Healy, the 
labor leader, and David Goldstein, and 
they wouldn't take ‘‘ no” for an answer. 
He said that this office was the only 
one the Progressives wanted in New 
York County, but that the other county 
organizations were making their own 
demands. 

The Progressives have also asked for 
representation on tue Judicial ticket, 
and they have furnished a list of names, 
hut they are willing to accept the Fu- 
sionist decision in this regard, provid- 
ing that men of high standing are nomi- 
nated. 

“While we have submitted several 
names of well-known Progressives for 
the nomination of Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, we do not insist upon their selec- 
tion,” said Chairman Rird. ‘‘We do 
want the office of Sheriff, however, and 
if we don’t get it, We will nominate our 
own candidate.

GIFT BLOOD FAILS TO SAVE. 


Brother and Employer of Injured 
Contributed a Pint Each. 


Transfusion of blood from the veins 
of his brother and of his employer to his 
own failed to save the life of Ar- 
thur Priess of 41 West Twenty-eighth 
Street. The operation was performed at 
Bellevue Hospital last night. 

Priess was entering the freight ele- 
vator of the American Woolen Company 
at 221 Fourth Avenue yesterday after- 
noon, when ar wrench weighing ten 
pounds which had. dropned from the 
sixteenth floor fell on his head. He sus- 
tained a compound fracture of the skull 
and was removed unconscious to the hos- 
pital. There it was found that he had 


lost so much blood that it was necessary 
to pump new blood into his veins to 


save his life. 

Joseph Priess, Arthur’s brother, and 
David Goodman, President of the May 
Waist Company, by which Arthur was 
employed, promptly volunteered to sup- 
ply the blood. Dr. Lauer of the hos- 
pital staff examined them and found 
them fit, and Dr. Edward Linderman 
then and there transferred a pint of 
blood from each to the veins of the 
injured man.

East Side Banker Had Been 
Reputed to be a Multi- 
Millionaire. 


WIFE WAS FULL PARTNER 


Under Her Contract She Becomes 
Entitled to One-Haif the Profits 


of the Business. 


Sender Jarmulowsky, who founded the 
private banking house of S. Jarmulow- 
sky at 54 Canal Street, left an estate 
valued on the day of his death, June 
1, 1912, at $501,053, according to the re- 
port completed yesterday by Appraiser 
Goldenkranz. The property of the bank- 
er was reduced by debts and adminis- 
tration expenses to $446,660.72. At the 
time of his death rumor put his fortune 
in the millions. 

The Appraiser did not include among 
the estate’s assets any good will of thé 
decedent in the banking business be- 
cause of the testimony of his sons and 
officials in the bank to the effect that 
the bank’s business was due almost en- 
tirely to Mr. Jarmulowsky’s personality 
and his knowledge of the people of the 
east side. The decedent's interest in the 
bank which was taxed consisted entirely 
of a special account of $100,000, a gen- 
eral account of $57,771 representing the 
profits to which he was entitled at the 
time of his death, and an interest of 
$48,428 in the building housing the in- 
stitution. 

Albert Jarmulowsky, a son, testified 
at hearings’ before the Appraiser that 
his father had been in sole charge of 
the bank for twenty-eight years, and 
that his success rested on his personal- 
ity. He had the confidence of the peo- 
ple, the son said, and in making loans 
to them he took into consideration their 
characters as known to him, and often 
disregarded their financial standing. 
The banker received no stipulated rec- 
ompense for his labor, according to his 
son's testimony, but took what he needed 
from the profits. A just recompense for 
these services, the son stated, would 
have been $50,000 a year, but this sum 
would have eaten up the profits. Large- 
ly on this testimony was based the Ap- 
praiser’s decision not to tax good-will 
in the banking business. 

Among the documents submitted was 
a report on the bank’s profits for three 
years preceding Mr. Jarmulowsky’s 
death, For the half-year beginning July 
1,.1909, and ending with Dec. 31, 1910, 
the profits were estimated at $33,346. 
This was the difference between assets 
of $3.172,700 and liabilities of $3,139,- 
354. For the following year the sched- 
ules showed: Assets, $3,367,915; liabil- 
ities, $5,316,878; net profit, $40,000, and 
depreciation fund, $11,037. For the pe- 
riod from Jan. 1, 1912, till Mr. Jarmu- 
lowsky’s_ death, the books showed as- 
sets, $3,583,689.53; liabilities, $3,541,552; 
net profits, $30,000; depreciation fund, 
$12,146.27. The average net profit was 
placed on the Appraiser’s schedules as 
$34,000. 

Under an agreement entered into on 
March 13, 1899, the banker, out of con- 
sideration for the services which his 
wife had rendered in connection with 
the management of the bank’s affairs, 
took her into partnership with him, giv- 
ing her during his life a profit of $1,000 
a& year from the business, offset with a 
liability for loss up to $1,000. Under 
this contract the wife, upon her hus- 
band’s. death, became entitled also to 
one-half of the entire profits of the busi- 
ness. These profits, the sons said in 
testifying before the Appraiser, had 
dwindled greatly since their father's 
death. This, they said, was due both to 
his loss to the business and to _ the 
shrinkage in bond values, especially 
those of New York City, which had de- 
preciated 10 points. 

In his will Jarmulowsky left the half 
of the banking business remaining in 
his possession to his children, Mrs. 
Amelia Clark, Mrs. Blume Ettlinger, 
and Albert, Louis, and Meyer Jarmu- 
lowsky, but directed that from this they 
should pay to his wife, Mrs. Rebecca 
Jarmulowsky, an annuity of $10,000. In 
addition to this his wife received under 
the will all his household goods and a 
life estate in his two residences, one at 
16 East Ninety-third Street and the 
other at Arverne, L. TI. 

The will also provided that at the 
time of his death $100,000 should be 
set aside as ‘‘a fund for the security 
of persons who may then be depositors, 
in case the good-will and assets, when 
disposed of, should be insufficent to 
pay all the depositors in full.’’ 

Among the loans of the bank cov- 
ered by collateral, as reported by the 
executors of the estate, was one of 
$200,000 to Zimmerman & Forshay of ¥ 
Wall Street. In the decedent’s privat 
loans was included one of $30,000 t 
his son. Albert Jarmulowsky. 
reduced in the appraisal to $10,099. 
Through testimony taken to prove the 
validity of a debt of $8,000 held by 
Louis Jarmulowsky against his father 
it was shown that there had been a 
family dissension, resulting in the son 
Louis suing his brother Mevyer for 
breach of contract. In order to settle 
this amicably, the father had agreed to 
pay half the sum sued for, or $8,000, 
On his death the son held his father’s 
estate liable to this amount, — ; 

The assets of the estate did not in- 
clude any securities. The largest item 
was the realty, a total of $323,463. The 
bank building at 54 Canal Street was 
valued at $250,000, but from this amount 
was subtracted $201,571 as improve- 
ments which it was necessary to make 
in the building and liens held by the 
sons as interested in the banking busi- 
ness. 


BROWN ESTATE $107,520. 


Painter of Street Gamins Left Trust 
for His Wife. 


The appraisal of the estate of John 
G. Brown, the painter of street boys, 
who died on Feb. 8, was filed yesterday 
in the Surrogates’ Court, showing total 
assets of $107,520, of which bonds and 
mortgages amounted to $75,356, and his 
paintings to $17,675. For many years 
before his death Mr. Brown had been in 


the habit of placing his paintings in a 
safe deposit vault, not to be opened 
until after his death. This he did in 
order to take advantage of the usual 
rise in value affecitng an artist’s works 
after his deatr-.. The pictures thus 
stored away were appraised at $15,700, 
and included nearly 100 pieces. 

The highest values placed upon these, 
many of which have never been seen by 
the public, were $1,000 on both “ Heels 
Over Head” and “The Sidewalk 
Dance.'" Many of his pictures sold for 
twice this sum a few years ago when 
his art was in vogue. All of Mr. 
Brown’s fortune was,won through his 
painting. He emigratéd to this country 
n 1854 from London, and although at 
that time a painter by profession, was 
forced by poverty to work in a glass 
factory here before he could get started 
in art lines. The list of his assets 
showed that he was not in the habit 
of speculating in stocks, there being no 
securities included in his property 
schedules. 

All his estate he gave _in a life trust 
to his wife. Mrs. Emma Brown, on con- 
dition that she should not remarry. 
Upon her remarriage she was to re- 
ceive only her dower rights in the es- 
tate. Upon her death or remarriage 
the estate, it was provided, should pass 
in: equal shares to six-children and -his 
sister, Mrs. Sarah Jessie Plumb.

Miss Pagels 
came from Rochester to visit the fam- 
ily, and to-day Dr. Bommer drove the 
party in his car to Chautauqua Lake. 

Miss Pagels was caught under the car 
when it overturned, and her head was 
nearly severed. Mrs, Bommer fell in 
the road and her neck was broken. Mr. 
Bommer’s skull was fractured, and he 
died ten minutes after the accident.

TOO MANY BUYERS 
FOR HOTELS HERE 


Invasion of Out-of-Town Mer- 
chants Said to be Unprece- 
dented in the City’s History. 


LARGE ORDERS 


Conservatism of Former Seasons 
Has Forced Shops to Restock With- 
out Waiting for Tariff Changes. 


The buyers who arrived at the Broad- 
way hotels at the end of last week 
have not departed, and since Monday 
morning so many more have come to 
the city that hotel men say all records 
for such gatherings in this city have 
been broken. At Broadway hotels the 
managers said yesterday morning that 
they had had to -send hundreds of pa- 
trons to other taverns beeause their 
cwn houses were overcrowded. 

At the McAlpin it was said yesterday 
that 1,738 guests had registered there 
on Tuesday night. This took every 
available room, and there were many 
double rooms. According to the room 
clerk some 300 persons were sent else- 
where. 

At the Imperial 100 persons registered 
yesterday for whom no rooms could be 
provided. They hoped the clerks could 
give them quarters by evening. Ac- 
cording to Manager Townsend 100 late 
arrivals on the day before were turned 
away. Assistant- Manager Richards of 
the Martinique said that he could have 
used 150 more rooms than his hotel con- 
tained. The Grand and the Breslin re- 
ported that they were crowded. 
_ ‘I have never seen so many 
in New York at one time,’’ said ,-Man- 
ager Townsend. ‘“ And one good feat- 
ure of the trade is that every one seems 
to be really buying, and is not here 
merely to get a few sample lots.” 

Managers of some of the Broadway 
hotels commented upon the fact that 
thé presence of a big new hotel in their 
immediate vicinity had not affected 
their trade. Those who discussed the 
Subject said that they had expectcd 
that the McAlpin, with its great ca- 
Ppacnty, would cut into their business 
considerably at this season, but such 
had not proved to be the case. ; 

“One thing that interests me,’ said 
one, ‘‘is where the 1,738 persons who 
slept in the McAlpin last night slept the 
same night last year. Of course, there 
has been a sort of readjustment of 
hotel patronage since last Winter, when 
the McAlpin opened, but the taverns in 
this neighborhood are filled to. their 
utmost capacity just now, and there 
are at least 1,738 persons with us who 
were not with us last year. That is one 
indication, it seems to me, that the 
number of visiting buyers has incyeased 
tremendously. 

“What brought about the congestion 
of yesterday and last night, which is 
continuing to-day,’’ said another, “is 
the fact that so many who it was ex- 
pected would depart on Saturday, went 
to the seashore or to resorts near by. 
Many of them kept their rooms. Some 
neglected to do this, and when they 
returned on Monday morning _ they 
found others in their quarters. will 
venture to say that more of the visitors 
will stay in New York next Sunday 
than stayed here last Sunday.” 

Managers and clerks who have talked 
with buyers say the buyers report that 
they are here to close large orders. It 
was feared that owing to the fact that 
the tariff bill had not been disposed 
of, and the probability that its passage 
might cheapen many lines, there would 
be much hesitation in buying at this 
time. Out-of-town merchants have 
been buying so carefully in the last 
few years that there are many empty 
shelves, and these must be restocked. 
The managers of one of the large hotels 
near the Pennsylvania station pees 
a volume of business continuing until 
after Dec. 1.

AUGUST F. BEBEL DIES. 
German Socialist Leader Passes 
Away in His 74th Year. 
ZURICH, Aug. 13.—August Ferdinand 
Bebel, the German Socialist leader, died 


here to-day of paralysis of the heart.

August Bebel was probably the best 
known of the modern Socialist leaders. 
He joined the German labor movement 
in 1862 as soon as he had reached man- 
hood and continued to struggle for the 
cause of the working classes until his 
death. He was a member of the Impe- 
rial Parliament almost continuously 
since its first formation in 1871, after 
the Franco-Prussian War had brought 
the various German. States into an em- 


| pire. 


Not long after the first session of the 
Imperial Parliament he was sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment on a charge 
of high treason against the empire and 
to another nine months’ confinement for 
les@ majesté. 

The Socialists of Germany regarded 
him as a brilliant leader and organizer, 
and he was able to keep the ranks of 
the party united at nearly all times. 
He lived to see it represented in the Im- 
perial Parliament by over 100 Deputies. 
3ebel was not a great orator, but his 
speeches were convincing, and he was 
heartily beloved by his followers. 

He was a good writer and published 
many books, most of them naturally 
dealing with Socialism in its various 
connections. 

Bebel actively 


€ _ ac opposed Bismarck’s 
anti-Socialist laws, 


and was often ar- 
rested and fined when they were in 
force. The annexation of Alsace-Lor- 
raine was another of his pet aversions 
which he called Bismarck’s “ fatal 
crime.”’ 

He was a poor man,and when he first 
entered Parliament was compelled dur- 
ing the recesses to work at his trade of 
turner in order to earn his _ livelihood. 
His death will have little effect on the 
activities of the party, of which for 
several years he had been more a source 
of inspiration than the actual leader. 
His infirmities of late had prevented 
him from playing an active part in the 
Imperial Parliament, where he confined 
himself to occasional brief remarks on 
points of order. He was able to attend 
the party convention last year, but his 
physicians prohibited him from actively 
participating. 

Bebel’'s last appearance in the Impe- 
rial Parliament, of which he was the 
Dean in point of service, was made as 
the final vote was taken on the bills 
for financing the increase in the Ger- 
man armaments. He voted “‘ yea”’ with 
the rest of the Socialist members. His 
action was hotly criticised within the 
party, but Bebel favored this step as 
necessary to the building up of a Lib- 
eral

GANG ATTACKS SAILORS. 


Father McGrath Prevents Robbery, 
But One Man Is Shot. 


Patrolman John Kelly of the Charles 
Street Station last night shot an alleged 
gangster known as Charles Delaney, 30 
years old, of 584 Hudson Street, after 
the man ahd a companion, according to 
the police, had knocked down and at- 
tempted to rob three intoxicated sailors 
at West and Bethune Streets and 
threatened to shoot Kelly, who was pur- 
suing him. The bullet struck the man 
in the fleshy part of the thigh, and did 
not inflict a serious injury, although 
Delaney was taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital for the night. A man who de- 
scribed himself as Thomas Daly, 28 
years old, also of No. 584 Hudson Street, 
was arrested with Delaney, and both 
were charged with assault and robbery. 

Father Philip J. McGrath of the Sea- 
men’s Mission was primarily respon- 
sible for the arrest of the gangsters. 
He was at the foot of West Twenty- 
second Street when he noticed the 
men loitering around the pier. The 
men walked south along the water- 
front, said Father McGrath, until they 
came to Bethune Street, where three 
intoxicated sailors were leaning against 
a truck. Before the priest could warn | 
the sailors, he said, the gangsters 
sprang upon them and knocked all 
to the ground and started to go through 
their pockets. Father McGrath ran 
toward the sailors, blowing his police 
whistle. 

When Policemen Kent and Kelly ar- 
rived the gangsters were cornered and 
offered resistance. Kent struggled with 
Daly and Kelly with Delaney for several 
minutes. Then Kent succeeded in knock- 
ing his man out with his night stick, | 
and at that Delaney broke and ran. 
Kelly followed close on his heels and 


fired three shots into the air to frighten 
him into stopping, but the fugitive!

Fighting the Advance. 


The more experience a speculator has 
had in Wall Street the more ready he is, 
as a rule, to aecept a loss. ‘* Cut your 
losses and let your profits,run’’ is a 
Street proverb that is always cited to 
beginners, but which is only accepted by 


them in respect to letting their profits | 


run. The amateur speculator sum- 
marizes conditions, decides that prices 
should go up or down, and acts accord- 
ingly. When the trend runs counter to 
his expectations he is at a loss to ac- 
count for the error in his calculations. 
He is usually so\sure that it will not be 
long before the people who are making 
the market come to see things from his 
viewpoint that he holds on while the 
market moves steadily away from him. 
When it has left a gap of eight or ten 
points between his price and the cur- 
rent quotations he may grow desperate 
and take his loss, or he may doggedly 
wait the turn that may be a year or 
more in coming. 

There is reported to be a large num- 
ber of persons who sold Steel short be- 
tween 50 and 55 who are still in doubt 
as to whether it would be cheaper to 
cover their sales now or hang on for 
a reaction for which they have been 
looking ever since, the price touched 60. 
A broker who was called upon by a 
large customer to help him decide this 
question told him Monday morning that 
one man’s opinion was as godd as an- 
other's, but that he as a broker of long 
experience thought the advance was go- 
ing on. The customer thought other- 
wise, and has seen_the market move 
four points farther away from his posi- 
tion.

Paper Profits and Real Losses. 

Few people are constitutionally fitted 
to become successful speculators. It is 
human nature to try to buy. stocks at 
the bottom and sell at the top. A 
student of financial history May sit 
down in his room away from the sound 
of a ticker, or the shallow advice of his 
acquantances and make a solemn re- 
solve to buy some stock at the market, 
take five points profit if the security 
goes up, and get out. He reaches his 
broker's office, and finds that the issue 
he picked out has already moved up a 
point. Some one tells him that a re- 
action is bound to come, and he waits 
while prices advance another point. At 
the high price for the day he usually 
loses patience and puts in his order. If 
the market {ts strong and his stock con- 
to advance he goon convinces 
himself that he might just al well take 
six points, or ten. His careful reason- 
ing is thrown to the winds, and if he 
ultimately sells at a profit it Is through 
accident or good luck. 

There is occasionally to be seen in a 
big customers’ room a Ssad-faced man 
whose acquaintances shun him to avoid 
the embarrassment of refusing him a 
small loan, He could not raise $5 with 
a firm that would have paid him $40,- 
000 two years ago to close out his ac- 
count. This man brought a_ few 
thousand dollars to the Street and 
bought stocks recommended to him by 
a partner in the firm. They advanced, 
and he utilized his augmented credit to 
buy more. When he had a profit of 
about $30,000 the broker called him 
aside and urged him to sell his securi- 
ties. The customer was flushed with 
success and laughed at the suggestion. 
When he had a $40,000 credit he had the 
evidence to prove that he knew more 
than his broker. Again he was en- 
treated to sell, and again he refused to 
do so. The market turned, but the 
customer felt sure it would come back. 
He was carried as long as he had a few 
points margin over the purchase price, 
and finally was closed out for the 
broker’s protection. Success had made 
him give up a salaried position, and he 
had no resources left. The quotation 
board still draws him downtown \when 
he has carfare, and the partner who 
tried save him from himself some- 
times takes him out to lunch.

In 
each of the past six yearg_ the Union 
Pacific has earned enough, exclusive of 
its income from Southern Pacific stock, 
to pay 10 per cent. 
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Cheap Dividends. 

The Central Trust Company certifi- 
cates for Southern Pacific stock may be 
exchanged for shares carrying $3 in 
accumulated dividends, so that most 
people who watched prices yesterday 
expected to see them sell that much 
higher than the Southern Pacific stock 
in the market. As a matter of fact, 
the difference proved to be only about 
half that throughout most of the day, 
and at the highest point for the cerfifi- 
cates and stock the former sold only 
one point above the shares, One ex- 
planation offered was that much of the 
buying of Southern Pacific was in the 
interest of speculators who were cover- 
ing short sales, and for their purposes 
the certificates, which cannot be ex- 
changed until some time after Sept. 2, 
were not available.

Despite statements in the steel trade 
that the tendency of prices is now 
clearly downward officers of some of 
the companies believe that orders are 
running on a scale sufficiently large, to 
insure maintenance of quotations on the 
major unfinished material, such as bars, 
blooms, and plates. At the Republic 
Iron and Steel Company’s office it was 
said yesterday that new contracts were 
coming in at a higher rate than in July, 
while specifications had been received 
so far this month at a rate of 20 per 
cent. higher than in July.

Reactionary symptoms showed in the 
closing dealings on the Consolidated 
Stock Exchange, and the bears on the 
floor talked about the market looking 
“tired.” There was large Selling to 
secure profits on the long side, and the 
floor element was working for a sub- 
stantial setback to prices, which, it was 
claimed, was much overdue. Earlier in 
the day the market had again moved 
up sharply under the lead of United 
States Steel. That stock accounted for 
28,690 shares out of a@ grand total for 
all stocks of 56,080 shares. Commission 
houses handled a large business in 
Steel on the buying side, but it was 
supplied by the floor element at the 
higher levels.

‘“‘There was no change in the terms 
of day-to-day advances and short fix- 
tures.

Why Silk Imports Gained and Lost. 

No little interest was evinced yester- 
day in the local silk trade in the gains 
and losses show in the Silk Association 
of America’s report of receipts of raw 
silk for last month. In the report on 
Buropean silks a gain of nearly 25,000 
pounds was shown. This, it was said by 
@ prominent importer, was due to the 
$ fmoreased call for piece-dyed silks, in 
nF which Italian filatures were freely used. 
The sharp decline in imports of Jap- 
anese silk was attributed to the fact 


that there had been a considerable stock 
of organzine and tram, dyed in the 
skein, held up by the recent strike of 
the dyers in Paterson and other New 
Jersey silk centres. This resulted in a 
holding up of shipments from the pri- 
mary market. A gain in shipments of 
Canton silks was said to have resulted 
from the wide call for ‘crepe fabrics, in 
the manufacture of which these silks 
lay prominent parts. The sharpest 
| alling off in the list was shown in 
| China silks. High prices asked in the 
{ primary market was cited as the rea- 
i son for this. An increase in the man- 
' ufacture of cotton and silk goods, to- 
tonal with an increased demand for 
‘ancy silks in which.tussahs enter, was 
responsible for the gain shown in that 
raw material.

Prices Down at Claflin Sale. 
While buyers were hardly as active 
yesterday at the dress goods sale of 
the H. B. Claflin Company as they 
Were on the opening day, it was said 
that the aggregaté yardage disposed of 
during the day would run into hundreds 
of thousands. Buyers were present 
from several of the larger Hastern 
cities, as well as buyers for local stores 
and representatives of the cutting-up 
trades. The offerings consisted largely 
af staple fabrics, such as_ whipcerds, 
melrose, storm serges, wool batistes, 
brocades, and taffetas. Brocades were 
Said to have been well taken, and some 
of these fabrics, with whipcords and 
serges, which were regularly valued up 
to 35 cents, were sold at 24 cents. A 
number of woolen remnants which sold 
at 41 cents a yard represented values up 
to $1.10. A line of storm serges, un- 
finished: worsteds, and taffetas, sold by 
the case only, were priced up to 79 
cents a yard. These goods also repre- 
sented values up to $1.10.

L. H. Mace & Co., imported masks, re- 
turned by Collector Mitchel at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem, under Paragraph 333, 
act of 1909, as manufactures of cotton. 
The importers asserted that they should 
have been taxed either as toys or as 
masks of paper, at 36 per ‘cent. ad 
valorem. he board found that some ot 
the articles were in chief value of paper, 
but were not toys. While affirming the 
Collector’s assessment on the major por- 
tion they directed a reliquidation at 36 





per cent. ad valorem on the paper 
masks.

STEEL PRICES GOING DOWN. 


A marking down of some finished 
steel products is noted by authorities in 
lthe trade as the feature of the week. 
The reduction amounts to about $1 a 
ton for wire and wire nails, with smaller 
recessions in other directions. The Iron 














Age says: 

Reductions announced this week in prices 
of wire products and butt weld pipe are 
more definite recognition by manufac- 


turers of the tendency in all finished steel 


lines. Sheets are also lower. In primary 
products the chief change is a formal 
reduction of $2.50 a ton by the foreign 


makers of ferro-manganese. 

From the level to which the $1 a ton 
advance of March 19 carried wire prices 
the reduction of this week is $8, but in 
fact the new prices are §1 a ton lower 
than those prevailing for a good many 
weeks, making wire nails $1.65, Pitts- 
burgh, and plain wire $1.45. It is evident 
that the wire market is influenced by 
conditions affecting all lines, and the re- 
sponse to the new prices is not pronounced 
as yet, though in some directions demand 
is better. 

The question on which another’ two 
months may throw light is the basis of 
prices on which buying will become freer. 
There is so much on the books at the full 
contract prices that have held for the past 
ten months that important price changes 
are not likely for some weeks. With the 
period of lower iron and steel duties near 





at hand the probable effect of these is 
having thore attention from buyers. The 
July dip in Continental billets to $19, 


Antwerp, showed the possibility of laying 
down duty free billets at Atlantic ports at 
$5 a ton below the Philadelphia price of 
the past few months. 

August has brought a slowing down in 
new business from the July rate, with no 
advance signs of the fall movement that 
has been s0 generally predicted. 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

Restricted buying and declining specifica- 
tions have resulted in lower prices in some 
finished lines. This softening was fore- 
shadowed by reduction in unfilled orders 
on Steel Corporation’s books. With the 
exception of the heavier finished lines, in- 
dependent steel manufacturers compara- 
tively are not so well situated, and the 
end of their future delivery tonnage is in 
sight. In the East, the tapering off of 
finished steel demand is reflected by 
declining ingot production, one or more 
open-hearth furnaces having , been shut 
down in several plants. It is ogical that 
Eastern works should feel the effect of 
the contraction in the buying movement, 
as, in a large measure, they have been 
dependent upon early delivery demand. 
Absence of railroad demand is being keenly 
felt, er by iron mills, and the 
unsettled condition of the market is indi- 
cated by quotations as low as $1.25 in the 
East and $1.40 in the West.

There are six centrals. grinding, 
against six last week, eight last year and 
two in 1911.

Receipts, rough, 12,400 sacks, against 9,400 
last year; sales, cleaned, 7,500 pockets, 
against 12,100 last year.

Huge Buying Makes It Possible to 
Sell Necessaries Cheaply—Suc- 
cess of Co-operation. 



























































Lieut. Col. Eugene T. Wilson, U. 8. 
A., considered by the canal workers in 
Panama the most important man in the 
-gervice of the United States, because 
he looks after the feeding of every man, 
woman, and child in the canal zone, 
arrived in New York from Colon yes- 
terday. While in %he United States he 
will inspect many of the large plants 
from which Uncle Sam buys supplies. 

Col. Wilson, who is head of the com- 
missary department of the Panama 
Railroad, not only buys the food, supplies 
for the zone, but in reality conducts one 
of the largest department stores in the 
world. In the stores of the Isthmian 


Canal Commission scattered through 
the towns in the zone, all under the 
watchful eye of Col, Wilson in Cristo- 
bal, the canal employe and his family 
can buy anything that can be bought 
in New York City—and usually cheaper 
than he can buy the same article here. 

There has not been a day when the 
canal employe could not get porterhouse 
steak at least a cent a pound cheaper 
than it could be bought here, and wear- 
ing apparel as well as foodstuffs is sold 
for less than in the home market. 

The great store conducted by 
Wilson does a business running 
several millions of dollars every year, 
and although no attempt is made to 


show a profit, the Government being 
erfectly content to ‘*‘ break even, the 
Galance is always on the right side. 
Careful buying and buying ona tre- 
mendous scale make it possible for the 
commissary stores to cut prices even 
after transporting the goods nearly 2,000 
miles. 


Panama Merchants Protest. 


Panama merchants have again begun 
@ movement to restrict the operations 
of the Panama commissary system to 
the field defined by the treaty between 
the United States and Panama made in 
November, 1903. The treaty provides 
that the United States Government may 


import for the use of its employes any 
articles that are convenient and neces- 
sary free of duty, but that if these arti- 
cles are later taken into Panama terri- 
tory for use the regular duty must be 
paid upon them. 

In 1905 the Panama Government pro- 
tested against the importation of_ to- 
baccos, cigars, and liquors by the Com- 
missary, and the United States, in what 
was known as the Taft Agreement, 
made an executive interpretation of the 
treaty that forbade the importation of

these articles. In 1908 the merchants 























endeavored to have the United States 
so interpret the treaty that the words | 
‘“‘necessary and convenient’’ would} 




















mean ‘‘ both necessary and convenient ;”’ 
but this effort failed. 

Since that time, by consent of the 
Government of Panama, the privilege of 
purchasing at the cornmissaries has been 
extended to all diplomatic represent- 





















tives on the Isthmus, and to a number 
of Government officials, among them 
President Porrs himself. Tne two 
American clubs, the University Club 
in Panama City and the Strangers’ 
Club in Colon, also have the privilege 
of purchasing at the commissary. 

The present effort of the merchants is 
to have the law enforced according to 
the letter, so that every person who 
now enjoys the privileges of the com- 
missary and does not work on the canal 
or Panama Railroad will be forced to 
make his purchases in Panama from 
local merchants. ‘There is no cold stor- 
age plant in Panama, although ice is 
manufactured in Panama and Colon. 
The stock of provisions handled by the 
Fanama merchants is almost wholly 
canned goods, and the mea* in the 
market is from animals slaughtered on 
the day the meat is sold. The prices 

e about 50 per cent. higher on food- 
stuffs than those of the commissary. 


Catting the Cost of Living. 


A report of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment of the Isthmian Canal Commission 
shows remarkable results of the co-op- 
erative system of running the messes at 
which the majority of the forty 
thousand canal workers get their food. 


There are three classes of messes, 
eating houses for white Americans, 
mess halls for European laborers, and 
mess kitchens at which food is cooked 
for the West Indian negro laborers. 

In one month twenty of the messes 
for Americans served 208,745 meals at a 
total cost of $64,200, and the total reve- 
nue from them was $62,600. Sixteen 
messes for European laborers were con- 
ducted at which 73,000 rations of three 

. meals each were served at a total cost 
of $27,900 and the revenue was $29,400. 
Sixteen kitchens for Megro laborers 
were conducted, at which 36,400 rations 
of three meals each were served, at a 
total cost of $9,500, with a revenue of 






























































































The Hotel Tivoli is also run by the 
subsistence department, and this made 
a profit of about $100,000 nt year. Out 
of this surplus any deficit in the run- 
ning of the canal workers’ messes is 
made up. Thus the tourist contributes 
a little cash each month to the main- 
tenance of the canal builders. 

Meals for white Americans cost 30 
cents each, for Europeans, 40 cents for 
three meals, and for the negroes, 27 
cents for three meals. The close mar-

usiness is run is possible because the 
subsistence department maintains its 
Own supply depot and has evolved an 
effective method of scientific manage- 
ment of the messes,

FIRE DOES $200,000 DAMAGE 


Devoe Oil Tanks Have to be Emp- 
tied When Blaze Starts in 
the Case Factory. 


When a costly fire started early 
yesterday morning in the case factory 
of the Devoe oil yards at the foot of 
Ninth Street, Long Island City, the 
‘Abram S. Hewitt was one of tne fire- 
boats that came in from the water 
side to supplement the fourteen land 
companies that were fighting the blaze 
from the shore. The storage close by 
of immense quantities of oil increased 
the chances of great disaster a 
hundredfold and to check as best they 
could the advance of the flames the 
fireboats pushed in through the smoke 
as close to the blaze as the heat would 
allow. 

That was what the Hewitt was doing 
when the greatenozzle known as the 
“bow gun” was ripped loose by the force 
of the 130 pounds pressure of water. 
Nozzle and base weighing close to half 
a ton were shot into the air like some 
mammoth projectile. Bertram John- 
son, the fireman at the nozzle, Was 
struck in the head a crashing blow and 
lay on the deck as the Hewitt backed 
out for repairs. The two surgeons who 
came aboard said he was dead, so his 
comrades covered him over with a bit 
of tarpaulin and sent the Hewitt push- 
ing back into the thick of the fight 
against the flames. F 

Two other bad accidents entered into 
the record of this fire, Lieut. Matthew 
O'Farrell of Engine 262, Astoria, was on 
his way to the foot of Ninth Street 
when he was thrown to the street, and 
he now lies in St. John’s Hospital with 
his skull fractured. 

The third accident befell a spectator. 
Fourteen-year-old Joseph Aolines, of 
bS Highth Street, Long Island City, was 
pushed off the dock and struck with 
the falling débris as he was swimming 
to shore. He, too, is in St. John’s Hos- 
pital with a bad wound in his head. 

The chance for further accident came 
when the firemen were still working 
over the ruins at 8 o’clock. Two alarms 
were sounded from St. John’s Hospital 
in Jackson Avenue, almost ten blocks 
mway.

S TO CONTINUE. 


Bankrupt Company to be Allowed 
to Finish Subway Work. 


That the bankruptcy petition filed re- 
cently by the John F. Stevens Con- 
struction Company of 55 Wall Street will 
not prevent the concern from_ carrying 
out its contract with the city to build 
Section 1 of the new Lexington Avenue 
Subway was indicated yesterday when 
Judge Julius M. Mayer df the United 
States District Court issued an order 
authorizing Receivers Joel Rathbone and 
Frederick W. Stelle to issue $25,000 
worth of receivers’ certificates for that 
purpose, 

The company, which has completed 
one-ninth of the job, is to receive a pay- 
ment of about }4uU,000 from the city this 
week. This money, together with the 
$25,000 raised by the issue of certificates, 
will tide the work over temporarily, as 
the company’s payroll for labor on the 
subway amounts to only $7,500. It is also 
regarded as likely that the receivers will 
get permission to issue more certificates 
when necessary. The completion of Sec- 
tion 1 of the new subway, according to 
the receivers, will mean a profit of 
$300,000 to the contractors. 

It was said yesterday that it is likely 
that a reorganization of the company 
will follow, and the creditors will be 
paid in full. The city was fully pro- 
tected against any possible default in 
the fulfillment of the contract, as it has 
held John Fy Stevens’s bond for $75,000, 
6f which $65,000 was furnished by the 
National Surety Company. 


CUT PAY TO DODGE ALIMONY. 


Pinkham, Who Got $18 a Week, 
Asked Employer to Make Wages $10 


G. Lester Pinkham, a bookkeeper, of 
166 Lincoln Street, Flushing, charged 
with abandoning his wife and child, 
asked to have his salary reduced to es- 
cape paying alimony, according to the 
testimony of his employer, before 
Magistrate Conway, in the Flushing 
court yesterday.

Hints That Street Speakers Should 
Give Notice of Plans. 


Benjamin C. Marsh, secretary of the 
Lower Rents League, who was arrested 
recently at the corner of Fifth Avenue 
and Twenty-third Street after deliver- 
ing an address on the theme of halving 
the tax rate-on improvements and rais- 


ing it on real estate, yesterday received 
a letter from Mayor Gaynor in reply to 
one: sent to him by Mr. Marsh com- 
plaining about the action of Magistrate 
Corrigan in finding him guilty and sus- 
pending sentence. The Mayor wrote: 

‘*Of course you have to abide by the 
decision of the Magistrate.
